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INTRODUCTION 


The following compilation has been the result of num- 
erous years of researching, corresponding, and collecting 
Paulk and interrelated family history. It began as the 
simple effort of a teenager to learn something about her 
orphaned mother. When that search came to a stand still, an 
adult quest was launched to the paternal side of the 
family to seek to link all related generations to the 
earliest known Paulk ancestor. 


My sister, Peggy, knew of my family interest and came to 
share my desire. We agreed to combine our efforts. I con- 
tinued the correspondence, visited nearby research 
facilities, and journeyed to visit various family units. 
While enrolled at BYU University in Provo, Peggy visited the 
noted LDS Genealogy Library in Salt Lake City where she 
learned something of an early Paulk and related families in 
Massachusetts. She relayed that information to me plus the 
name and address of the submitter. In turn, I contacted 
the party and received what was the beginning of our 
collection on the first Paulks in America. 


As the family recalls, we lost Peggy before she com- 
pleted college, however, shortly before her death she 
visited Aunt Lanora in Denver and while there learned of an- 
other Paulk family in Bartlesville, Oklahoma whom Aunt La- 
nora had met several years earlier. She believed there was 
a connection. Again, Peggy relayed the name to me. My con- 
tack with J.R. Paulk and his wife Libby began a life long 
correspondence of shared family history. Jim’s desire to 
learn about the Paulks was akin to my own and lasted to his 
demise a few years ago. We learned that his grandfather and 
my great grandfather were half brothers. 


Eventually, Everett , my brother visited me. I told him 
of mine and Peggy’s efforts and shared with him the results. 
His kindred spirit became kindled. He, also, took up the 
search. From that time we began an ongoing team effort of 
exchange. News, clues, and clutter changed hands. Our boxes 
became chests, and our chests became cabinets. To date, my 
inventory is three file cabinets and still my boxes over- 
flow under the beds and in the closets. 


Learning of a southern Paulk family stemming from 
Jonathan Paulk, a brother to our earliest Samuel, Everett 
steered much of his efforts in that direction through corre- 
spondence and research. His efforts paid off with a "gold- 
mine" of Paulks parading down through three centuries 
throughout the South. 
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Much of my efforts have been aimed at our direct line 
from Samuel Palk, the immigrant, forward, and collecting all 
of the various family units. Too, I have concentrated on 
the interrelated families of the early Massachusetts Paulks: 
Pascos, Temples, Braybrooks, Slafters, Morgans, and later 
Pearsons, and Kenneys, At one point Everett and I collab- 
orated and hired a genealogist in England in a attempt to 
connect the family there. However, the professional found 
little more than we did in our American Libraries. Everett 
did obtain a Palk Coat-Of-Arms from him. 


A little more than a year ago, Everett placed all of his 
files with me for safekeeping until he had more time to re- 
search, perhaps now that he has retired he will find more 
time to continue the search. In the meantime, I have drawn 
from his resources, from my many correspondents, from 
Peggy's early efforts, and from my own collection to put to- 
gether this family document. It is hoped that it will have 
a relateve meaning to everyone who shares the Paulk name. 


Not all of the collected material is contained in this 
work. Neither time nor physical effort would allow it. It 
has been a race with the calendar from the time this com- 
pilation project was begun, about six weeks ago, in order to 
fill the request to have it ready for the June Paulk Re- 
union. This should explain some of the mistakes, and I trust 
those will be tolerated without impatience. (Time ran out 
before we were able to correct all computer mistakes.) 


One last word. It should be made known to all who prize 
this collection that the final compilation would have never 
reached the printing stage had it not been for the computing 
facilities, the editing expertise, and advise of Michael 
Reynolds, my new son-in-law of only six months. Midene and 
Michael were married on January ist of this year. (1990) 


Michael also styled our title page. Midene’s help has 
been immeasurable, as well. She has done much of the spell 
check, a fair share of the computer typing and offered 
worthy suggestion that were incorporated in the text. This 
has been a family project for the three of us. Their desire 
to help has brought my dream of a printed Family History to 
a reality.

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NAME ORIGIN 


Many name origins concerning the Palk/Paulk/Polk have 
surface through the ages. Only a few will be mentioned here. 


From New England Families by Cutter Vol II p 645: 
POLLACK ANCESTRY 


The surname Pollack is also spelled Polk, Pollok, Paulk, 
and all branches using these VARIATIONS have been prominent 
in this country. The family was located in Renfreushire, 
Scotland before A.D. 1200. 


In the famous "Ragman’s Roll" (nickname for a famous 
Scotch’s Roll.) We find the name of John Pollock of Forfer- 
shire and Pieres de Pollock of Lanardashire, this was 1291. 
A branch of the family settled with the Scotch in Ulster 
province, north of Ireland, and descendants are numerous 
there at present time.

PAULKINS 


From Armenia in the eighth century came the Manichain 
sect of Paulicans into Trace, and for twenty generations 
played a considerable part in the history of the Eastern 
empire. 


In Bulgarian tongue they were known as the Bogomilians, 
er men constant in prayer. In Greek they were called 
Cathari, or "Puritans." They accepted the New Testament, 
but set little store by the old: they laughter at sub- 
transubstantiation, denied any mystical deficiency to 
baptism frowned upon image worship as no better than 
idolatry, despised the intercession of saints, and condemned 
the worship of the Virgin Mary ... 


German ORIGINS 


In a letter written from Germany to Everett Dec. 26, 1959 
Herbert Paulke writes from Berlin: 


"The name’ Paulke’ is very seldom here in Germany. Fam- 
ilies by this name are almost exclusively descending from a 
narrow linked district of the state ""Prcie’Beu" district 
mark Brandburg which is situated on both sides of the river 
‘oder’ between the revers Wesse, Weichsel and Neke. 
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Consequently my family is descending from the district 
Schwiebus (Sp) Scuwark (Sp) Eastward of the River " Poler". 
In this territory you will often find the name Paulke, 
because it belongs to the old names of this district. In 
the 10th & 11th century, when the country eastward of the 
river "Elbe" was christened by the "Frauen", it was 
inhabited by Slavoian people ... by the tribe Wenden. 


It is said, that surnames ending in ke are taken from the 
"Wenden" language, where as the surnames ending in ki or kie 
are derived from the polish language. This theory ... I 
cannot prove, I only know it from folktales of the old peo- 
ple. Furthermore, I can tell you, that I have never heard 
or seen of the name "Paulki", if all written previously 
above is true , my name is a wendish or brandenburgials(?) 
one " 


After an analysis of the many offered origins of the 
Palk/Paulk name, the following text is the one I am most 
convenced is fact for our branch of the family: 


Taken from a film at Independence Family Research Center 
It was written by an English immigrant to Australia in 1859. 
Robert Palk: (Gleaned only within the last few months) 


THE PALKS 


The Palks are of pure blood. Their Saxon name was from 
the Norman Conquest and became known by the name De La 
Palke. Since, De La Polke, the De Paulke and for 
sometime as Paulk, but now for rather more than two 
centuries the name has been spelt Palk. 


The Barony of East and West Teignmouth, Devon formerly 
belonged to this family, but was fortified by their ad- 
berience to Perkin Warbeck in 1497. The family has inter- 
married at various times with the Weddcombes. The first 
alliance, being the marriage of Howard De Palk with Margery 
only daughter and heiress of Walter De Weddcom of Weddcombe 
being of the Barons holding the chief jurisdiction of Han- 
nary Court. This power together with a charter of privilege 
was confirmed and granted to him by Henry the II in 1172. 


His, (Walter De Weddcome) jurisdiction was his Manor of 
Weddecombe as also Dartmoor with its ancient boundries. 


A descendant of Robert Palk, living in Africa at the time, 
submitted the information that he had taken from his great 
grandfather’s bible. He included the descending line as his 
ancestor had recorded in his ’Breeches’ bible. Copied here:

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RELATED FAMILIES 


Pasco: Parents of Rachel Pasco Paulk married to Noah Paulk 
migrated to Ohio with a party of 40 people most of 
whom were his own family or closely related ones. 


Rachel was the daughter of John Pasco Jr. (1772), 
was the son of John Pasco Of Enfield, Conn., (1689) 
son of Hugh Pasco (abt 1645) of Salem, Mass. This 
researcher has obtained a copy of the elder John 
Pasco’s Will. 


Terry: Rebecca Terry Grandmother of Rachel Pasco married 
John Pasco (1689) daughter of Samuel Terry (1661) of 
Springfield, Mass son of Samuel Terry (abt 1635), 
thought to be from Barnett, England. Married Ann 
Lobdell (1684) 


Morgan: Hannah Morgan (1652) married Samuel Terry (1661) 
daughter of Miles Morgan (1616) from Wales. Hannah’s 
ancestry includes an inner marriage with a Mathew 
family which goes back into the 10 century before 
last names were assigned. Such names as Sistyle & 
Cystlel, Ievan, etc. are included. 


Gilbert- Prudence or Gilbert married Miles Morgan. a wield- 
little story is told about the couple in The Dic- 
tionary Of Maine and New Hampshire: 


" It is not every American family whose pioneer an- 

cestor is honored by a noble statue like that erect- 

ed to Miles Morgan in Court Square in the beautiful 

city of Springfield, (Massachusetts). The word 
Morgan 

is Cymric derivative meaning born by the sea. 


The little town of Caermathen in Wales is the 
place where the famous name originated. ... It may 
have been the place Shakespeare had in mind as 

the scene of those parts of Cymbline that are 
located in Wales; Belarius in the 3rd scene : 

" Myself Belarius that am Morgan called." 


In the Morgan Ancestry P. 55-57 the story is told 
of Mile’s and Prudence Gilbert’s romance. 


" There is a pretty romance connected with Miles Morgan’s 
marriage. Captain Morgan as he soon began to be called, came 
over in the ship with Prudence Gilbert. In fact, there is a 
tradition to the effect that it was on account of her that 
he embarked. It is said that he first saw the fair Prudence 
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while he was wandering about the wharfs at Bristol, and he 
decided at short notice to sail with the ship on which she 
was going; he did not have time to send word to his parents 
of his leaving. Her people Gilberts settled in Boston. As 
soon as CPT. Morgan received his land allotment in Spring- 
field he started back for Boston on foot with, an Indian 
guide, to claim his bride. After the wedding, the party 
started back by foot. At some interval Miles bought a 
horse, but like the Indian, it, too, was loaded down with 
with household supplies ..." 


At the age of only 21, Miles Morgan set a Military re- 
cord for himself while defending the villages against the 
raiding Indians. 


Whites: Deliverance White (1721) MARRIED John Pasco Jr. 
(1722). She was the daughter of William White son 
of Joseph White son of Nicholas or Hugh White, 
Probably Hugh. There is a family tradition that 
one of Cephas’s maternal grandparents came over 
on the Mayflower. It is not known if this could 
be the connection, if there is such; or if it 
actually was a White line. One branch of the fam- 
ily believes this is the connection: see J.R. 
Paulk’s letter below. 


Eddy: Patience, Mother of Deliverance White married Wm. 
White, daughter of John Eddy (1637) son of Samuel 
Eddy who married Elizabeth Savory. 


Owen :; Deliverance Owen (1654), mother of Patience Eddy. 
Deliverance was the daughter of William Owen who 
married Elizabeth Davis(1634): daughter of Mar- 
garet (1603) of England died 13 Sep 1669. 


Concerning the tradition about the Mayflower ancestor, 
J.R. Paulk, "Jim", formerly of Bartlesville, now deceased, 
sent me a copy of a letter some years ago that was written 
in 1936 by his father’s brother. It reads: 


To J.R. Paulk 

From Cephas Paulk (a gd son of our second gt gdfather 
Decatur, Ark. Cephas on our side of family) 
Sept. 7, 1936 


Dear Nephew, 
I have wrote down about all I can send in one 
envelope, but if you get a day off and come here and take 


me home with you, I might give you some more that would in- 
terest you. 
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You waited too long to get the record, father said 
(Noah (1811, son of Cephas), they had an old bible that had 
300 years of the family record, but it was burnt in Uncle 
John Pearson’s house in the Civil War. Probably in Kansas 
where the family lived at the time. John Pearson married 
our Cephas’s daughter, Jane). 


So we lost the first record. We came from some of 
the first settlers of the United States, the Polks, so the 
names was changed to Paulk. But I don’t know who changed 
it. The Polks was Welch. And the Whites was English, I 
suppose. The Whites came over in the Mayflower. 


Our folks came from Springfield, Mass. I think 
Grandfather Paulk (Cephas, his namesake) was born in 
Springfield, Mass. So no more at present. 


Cephas Paulk 


The above explanations closed in parentheses are mine. DM. 


The younger Cephas, was quoting his father Noah, the son 
of Cephas Paulk, our second great grandfather, who was the 
son of Noah, son of Samuel, son of Samuel, the immigrant. 
Thus, the father quoted would have been only three 
generations from the immigrant Samuel Palk. 
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CONCORD MASSACHUSETTS 


Concord is located in Middlesex county and was estab- 
lished by an order issued by the General Court of the 
MASSACHUSETTS Bay on September 3, 1635 at Musketequid. It 


read: ".. and ther shall be a plantacon at Musketequid and 
that ther shall be 6 myles of land square to belong to 
it, ... the mane of the place is changed hereafter to be 


called concord." 


Background research reveals that the settlement had been 
planned in England under Rev. Peter Bulkley, and Major Simon 
Willard. Each of them became leaders in the colony of Mass- 
achusetts Bay. 


Early years for the inhabitants were difficult ones, but 
by 1685, the frontier town was well established. Restric- 
tions were, however, placed on the town. For the benefit of 
other settlements, the settlers were not allowed at this 
time to remove from Concord. 


Fortunately, the town of Concord was not attacked during 
the Indian Wars, yet some of its residents did take up arms 
to assist in the aid of expeditions to support nearby 
settlements. 


From the information that is documented, we learn that 
Samuel Palk had arrived in New England at least by early 
1689/90 for he and Sarah Brabrook were married in Concord in 
February of that year. (Remember that calendars used at 
that time ended the year in March. By our present calendar, 
the couple were married in February, 1690.) 


Two sources verify the marriage date, the births of 
their nine children, and the deaths of Samuel and some of 
the children in Concord. They are: Concord Register, Book 
Two, and Births, Marriages, and Deaths of Concord. The 
following data can be gleaned from these sources. 


Concord and nearby Worchester served as gathering places 
for military stores during the Revolution. _At one instance 
fnSercrs ey rachront om te ‘Boston Garrs 4 WAS SEP ze) 
Caépedre @:. G@s_. oy wae Steves. £..4 Wora at THE En pcauite 
got out wnieh allowed the militia and the minute-men time to 
remove the ammunition and the store elsewhere. 


Fearing that the British intended to burn Concord homes, 
the inhabitants with arms convinced the militia that a 
decision should be made to advance against the British 
troops in that area. The result of the battle became known 
as the Fight At Concord Bridge, April 19, 1775. Concord 
held the field of average of 75 fighting men throughout the 
war. 
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The British took a loss of three dead and nine wounded. 
For the Americans, it was two dead and two wounded. The 
Concordians and the Militia were the victors - driving the 
British back - and thus began the Revolutionary War. At 
least one of Samuel Palk’s grandson’s fought in the Revolu- 
tionary War. He was the son of John Paulk, Captain Ammi 
Paulk. Perhaps others did as well. There is record of Noah 
Paulk having served in the Navy - documented in a Naval 
Book. However, it is not certain whether it was Samuel 
Paulk, the second’s son, or his son, Noah Paulk Jr. some of 
whose descendants later moved into the state of New York. 


The town of Concord won recognition after the signing of 
the peace. In 1812 William Munroe began the manufacturing 
of lead pencils, and it was here that Ephriam W. Bull devel- 
oped the Concord grapes. Education and the slavery issues 
were given much attention by the towns people. 


Also, it was Concord who was first to give America 
Literary recognition. Emerson, Alcott, Hawthorne, and 
Thoreau among others established writers were Concordians. 
It was in the Sleepy Hollow where Thoreau practiced his ex-. 
perimental dissertations on civil obedience. It was here © 
that the Hawthornes courted and wrote. Though much of it’s 
recognition come to fruition after our Samuel’s passing, 
(1711), Concord was an ideal setting for the family’s New 
England beginning. 
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THE PALK EMIGRANT 


Samuel Palk of Concord, Massachusetts appears to be the 
progenitor of the Palk/Paulk Family in America. Researchers 
for his lineage have found nothing further on his back- 
ground, indicating that perhaps he arrived in Concord only a 
short time prior to his marriage to Sarah Brabrook in 1690. 


Additional information has surfaced on the Brabrook 
Family. Watertown records in Massachusetts reveal that the 
family had roots there for at least three generations. 

John, the grandfather of Sarah Brabrook is recorded as 
having owned more than one section of land. Another chapter 
of this history includes more information on Sarah’s 
ancestry. 


Much speculation has been offered as to the Palk/Paulk 
origin. Interested descending correspondents have offered 
varied family traditions suggesting an original homeland 
including: Wales, France, Germany, England and Ireland. 
Analyzing the collection of family legends of Paulks across 
the United States, only one similarity can be found in the 
varied stories. Oddly enough, each of them agree that it 
was a multiple immigration. That is, more than one member 
of the family came together. Some versions say three 
brothers, one says triplets, but most of the reports claim 
there were two brothers. 


In our own family, (descendants of William Segal Paulk), 
we give credit to a version of Paulk origin to Uncle Bill 
(Willie Allen) Paulk. He stated at a reunion a few years 
ago (sponsored by Chester and Edna Paulk Burietti in Enid, 
Oklahoma) that the word passed down in the family is that 
two Paulk brothers came over on a cattleboat. 


If true, the cattleboat passage would explain why no 
boat list has ever included the Palk/Paulk names. Other 
reason” evist, e> well. I+ is knevn that not all boat lists 
gre ower ches of t me... nen explanacor i: Lon 
Speiiing of the name may have varied somewhat from Paik or 
Paulk. In that day surnames were spelled phonically and 
varied considerably among clerks and document recorders. 
Emigrants did not write their own data. In many cases they 
were illiterate and were not aware of the recorders misin- 
terpretation of their names. 


Too, a third reason exists for incorrect spellings. 
Some names were changed purposely for security reasons. 
Those emigrants having differences with the English 
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government found disguising their names to be advantageous 
for protective reasons. 


Books exist for some name changes. However, in some 
cases name changes were ordered by the government to relieve 
the overburden of common name usages in England, and still 
other changes were awarded through appointments such as a 
baron, or higher position of nobility. 
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SAMUEL PALK 


Little do we know of the Concord Palk family other than 
their vital statistics. Recorded in Concord’s Births, Mar- 
riages and Deaths are the following dates: 


Samuel Palk married 13 Feb 1689/90 Sarah Brabrook.

The death of their little three-weeks-old Joannah must 
have been a sad occasion for Samuel and Sarah, newlyweds of 
less than a year. Sarah, more than likely, chose the baby’s 
name in honor of her maternal grandmother, Joannah Temple. 
Joannah was the wife of Richard Temple; her maiden name is 
unknown. Joannah and Richard’s daughter Abigail Temple mar- 
ried Thomas Brabrook and became the parents of Sarah Bra- 
rook who married Samuel Palk/Paulk. 


The second death in the family was little four-year-old 
Sarah, her mother’s namesake and possibly named for her mo- 
ther’s aunt, the nine-year-old apprentice referred to in the 
Brabrook chapter. Her death occurred in 1704/05; however, 
by this time there were other children in the family. 
Abigail was near thirteen, Samuel eleven, Thomas was nine, 
John seven and Johnathan about sixteen-months. Rachel was 
born in December of 1705, the year of little Sarah’s death. 
Judith, the last child, was born about three years later, in 
1708. 


Samuel and Sarah’s second child was named for Sarah’s 
mother, Abigail Temple. who died in 1694. Once the reader 
studies the chapter on the Brabrook family he will become 
aocte that aan of Se Fast S were named for her Frvothers 
a SE Tee Pe ores if she GE HE Aene | Py Eat 
name, record has Hae. been ‘found. Nor was Judith’s name 
accounted for in Sarah’s siblings although each of the other 
names chosen for her daughters represented one of her 
sisters. 


This researcher would like to think that perhaps the 


names Johnathan and Judith came from Samuel Palk’s side of 
the family - taking in consideration that namesakes were 
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quite prevalent during this early period, especially among 
the New Englanders. It is said that many of the English 
immigrants followed the old Dutch Naming Pattern which 
includes namesaking both sides of the family. Perhaps we 
will include the pattern elsewhere in this chapter for the 
reader to view. 


Abraham Temple, the father of Richard is said to be the 
first of the name (Temple) on the American soil. Both father 
and son were from England. Abraham is said to have lived in 
Salem, Massachusetts after his migration. His wife’s name 
was said to have been Abigail, maiden name unknown. The two 
probably were born in the early 1620's. One report says that 
Abraham may have died as early as 1639, but this researcher 
has not found a definite death date. 


More information is to be found on Richard Temple, 
Abraham’s son. Shattuck, in his History of Concord states 
that Richard was probably of Charlestown in Suffolk,County, 
Both Waldo’s History of Tolland and The Temple Family (1900) 
verify that Richard and Joannah lived in Charlestown, and 
was the likely birthplace of their children. The Temple 
couple died about a year apart. Joannah’s death date was 
Feb. 24, 1668/89, and Richard’s Mar.15, 1689/90. Both deaths 
occurred in Concord. 


The Church Archive Record for the second Temple gen- 
eration in America reads: 


Richard and Joannah Temple married about 1645 in 
Charlestown, and had: 


Abigail Born 15 May 1647 in Charlestown Suffolk Co. 
Married Thomas Brabrook 3 Mar 1669.and #2 
Married Samuel Trull 18 Apr 1693 (of Bi- 
cilera, Massachusetts. ) 
Died 6 Sep 1694. (In Concord) 


John Born about 1649 (Marriage or Death not re- 
corded.) 


Abraham Born 4 Jun 1652 in Charlestown, Suffolk Co. 
Married Deborah Hadlock 4 Dec 1673 and 
Died 4 Jan 1738/39. 


Richard Born 15 Oct 1654 in Charlestown, Suffolk Co. 
Married Sarah Parling 7 Jun 1688 and 
Died 16 Feb 1697/98. 

Isaac Born 19 Jun 1657 in Charlestown, Suffolk Co. 
Married Prudence Howell 3 Dec 1691. 
(Death not recorded. ) 


Christopher About 1660 in Charlestown, Suffolk Co. 
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Married Alice Hassell 3 Dec 1685 and 
Died 28 Sep 1691. 


Sarah Born 8 May 1662 in Charlestown, Suffolk Co. 
Married Thomas Estabrook 11 May 1683. 
(Death date not recorded.) 


Note: Although the relationship is not known, the Concord 
Register shows a marriage for one Sarah Temple and one of 
Joseph Brabrook’s sons; also, one of Joseph’s daughters 
married an Estabrook. The father of the Estabrooks was a 
noted preacher in Concord. (More details on the Brabrooks 
in the Brabrook Chapter.) 


Shortly before his death, Richard Temple drew up his 
will dated, 22 Dec 1688, In the document he deeded land and 
a dwelling to his daughter, Abigail Brabrook. Apparently, 
Abigail nursed her father after her mother’s death, 
occurring a year earlier. His wording was: "For Dutifulness 
and carefulness of me and my business in the time of my late 
weakness in a special manner." 


The land granted Abigail Temple Brabrook consisted of: 
fourscore acres south by North River, and west by South- 
Brook, north on the Highway, and east by (her) sister Sarah ‘ 
(Temple) Estabrook. From the phrase,"now dwelling on", it 
appears that Abgail and Thomas were already occupying the 
dwelling. Whether the family had moved in with Richard to 
care for him, or if this was a separate house he had fur- 
nished the couple earlier, and was now deeding it to her, is 
not clear. The references given are Wyman: Charlestown 
Estates Vol.2 page 937. 


Another interesting note about Abgail Temple Brabrook 
is her second marriage. Having cared for her father until 
his death in early 1689 and next the loss of her husband 
Thomas in early March of 1692, Abigail resides alone for 
some months. Eventually, a suitor by the name of Samuel 
Trull began to call on her and in time proposes matrimony. A 
marriage contract is taken out by the two of them on 29 
October 1692. However, the marriage did not take place for 
awhile. Abigail must have had second thoughts. 


an order co ..tis., her qualus ana perhaps tc test ner 
suitor, Abigail specifies that before she’s willing to enter 
into matrimony her partner must sign an agreement releasing 
any future claims on the property belonging to her children 
and herself. Obviously, Samuel was agreeable to the arrang- 
ment. The agreement was signed 18 April 1693, “with every- 
thing to be hers & her heirs". (Ref. East Cambridge Mar- 
riages, Book 37 page 166. Witnesses to first contract were 
Thomas and Ruth Brown.) 
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Abigail was wise in her action to protect herself and 
her heirs; she had two estates at stake. Her husband, Thomas 
Brabrook’s estate was inventoried on 29 of March 1692 and 
names her and her children as heirs. This was in addition 
to the land and dwelling her father, Richard Temple had 
deeded to her at his death in 1688. (Ref: East Cambridge 
Probate Records.) Abigail Temple Brabrook Trull lived only 
about a year and five months after her second marriage. 

She died on September 6, 1694, at the age of 47 years. Al- 
though that age seems relatively young now, women often died 
young at that time. 


These sisters, Abigail and Sarah Estabrook mentioned in 
their father, Richard Temple’s will were the mother and aunt 
of our Sarah Brabrook on her maternal side of the family. 
How unfortunate that not as much family information exists 
today for Sarah Brabrook’s husband, Samuel Palk/Paulk, our 
paternal ancestor. 


There is much more data available on the Temple family 
and descendants in America, as well as much English back- 
ground from Colonial Families of The United States. Time 
may not permit an additional Temple chapter in this book by 
the planned June Paulk Family gathering, but perhaps if the 
intended comprehensive book on the family becomes a reality 
the details will be included. ; 


For now, a few brief facts will have to suffice. Abra- 
ham Temple, the brother of Richard, and uncle to Sarah has a 
military record for 1675 and 76. He served under a Cpt.Nath- 
aniel Davenport. He served in King Phillips’ War, as a mem- 
ber of Davenport’s company. And serving from Concord, he 
took part in the "Great Swamp Fight" on the 19th of December 
1675. He became a ‘freeman’ of Concord in 1690. He married 
Deborah Hadlocke, daughter of John Hadlocke. They became 
parents of ten children - most of the children’s names, six 
sons and four daughters, were repeated from his brothers and 
sisters. This Abraham died 4 Jan 1738. 


The Abraham above had a son named Richard who was a 
physician living in Concord , but removed in 1704 to Stow 
Massachusetts, and after a twenty year’s residence moved on 
to Shrewsbury and eventually back to Concord. He married 
three times: (1) Mary Barker, 1699; (2) Rebecca Leighton, 
4734; and to Sarah Hambleton of Charlestown in 1746. By his 
first wife Mary Barker, he had thirteen children, seven boys 
and six girls. Again, most of the Temple sons’ names were 
repeated. 


From the same source, Colonial Families of the United 
States, we learn that the immigrant Abraham Temple came to 
New England and settled at Salem in 1636. He married first 
Abigail , and second Margaret in New- 
land. By Abigail he had: 
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Richard born 1623 (or earlier) died 15 Mar 1689 
(was of Salem in 1644) settled in Charles- 
town in 1646. and removed to Concord in 
1654; Became a ‘freeman’ in 1672 and 
married Joanna in 1645 who died 
14 Feb 1688. 


Tobias born 1627 (of Salem, Massachusetts) 
Robert born 1639 (also of Salem) 


The The name Temple, originally De Temple, has exi 
an ancient family in England. At least thirteen generations 
before the period of Edward the IV in England are known and 
named before Peter DeTemple obtained a grant of the Manor of 
Marston, Boteler, County. Henry De Temple, Baron of Temple 
and little Shepey, is the first known and from him can be 
traced a long line of knights and nobles until the im- 
migrant, Abraham, of Salem Massachusetts in 1636. 


The above paragraphs on the Temple family are further 
tracings on Samuel Palk’s wife, Sarah’s side of the family. 
Samuel’s ancestry is yet to be connected. Some family names. 
are similar in a Walter Palk Family in Ashburton, Devon, 
England. He had sons named Johnathan, and Thomas, but we 
have not been able to learn which if any of these came to 
America. Of further interest on the Walter Palk family is 
their baronage history. (The baronship was the lowest form of 
nobility in England in the days of Knights and Lords.) For 
further information on the suggested origin of the 
Palk/Paulk name, see the beginning chapter of this book. 


The Concord record reveals that the Palk/Paulk family 
lived in Concord until sometime after the death of Samuel 
Brabrook which occurred Jan 21, 1710/11. at about 45 years 
of age. Whether his death was of natural causes or if per- 
haps he was one of the Concordians who died while assist- 
ing nearby towns in an Indian raid is unkown. (From History 
we learn that Concord suffered little from Indian attack, 
but her able men often came to the aid of other towns.) 


At Samuel’s death all of his children were considered 
minors. Abigail and Samuel Jr. were ages 19 and 17. John- 
= ARN was 8 years: and of the younger children, Pachel and 
ow ath Were 23 6 . 3G 3 3 vars. 

Young Thomas’s death occurred in Feb of 1714/15 at age 
17. Again, we do know not how Thomas died, or if he, too, 
could have been a victim while aiding a neighboring town in 
an Indian raid. We do know that young men at this age and 
even younger did participate in those skirmishes. The fam- 
ily was yet in Concord at young Thomas’ death. 


At sometime between Thomas’ death in 1714 and 1719, 
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Sarah and all of her children removed to Tolland, Connect- 
icut. Perhaps it was the migratory fever, or perhaps it was 
the older son’s opposition to the agricultural conditions 

in Concord that were responsible for the decision to move. 
Seemingly, there was a general migration from Concord to 
Connecticut over a period of years. The History of Middle- 
sex County Vol 2 by Richardson & others states: 


Early settlers soon found the meadows wet 
and unfertile so that in 1644 quite a num- 
ber of disheartened followed Elder Jones (a 
local preacher) to Connecticut. 


For whatever reasons, Sarah Brabrook Palk and sons, 
some having reached adulthood, took their leave of Concord. 
and their dead and made the journey from upstate Mass- 
achusetts down into the county of Hartford into Tolland, 
Connecticut. Joannah, Sarah, Thomas, and Samuel, senior 
are all buried in Concord. (Concord at that period covered 
a much wider territory than the present city.) 


Once in Connecticut, the family either reclaimed a 
spelling of the name used earlier, or they changed it at 
this time to include the U. From their beginning in Tol- 
land, they used the Paulk name, rather than the Palk spel- 
ling used to record their vital statistics on the Concord 
register. 


Returning to Samuel Paulk, the younger, and Sarah 
Slafter’s children’s families we have for Mary, the oldest 
child, (keeping in mind that the first was born and died on 
6 Feb 1721) the following family: 


Mary Paulk (born 8 Feb 1724) married Josiah Frost (born 
24 July 1706 to Samuel Frost and Experience Miller of 
Willington, Tolland County, Conn.) on 18 November 1739, and 
became parents of the following children.

Of the above family, two of the Frost children married 
their first-cousins. Sarah and Ephriam’s mother Mary Paulk 
Frost was a sister to Noah Paulk (our ancestor) who was her > 
two children’s father-in-law. (This was not an unusual rela- 
tionship, at the time many families allowed cousin mar- 
riages. (Actually, other such marriages occurred in the 
Paulk family, as we will see later.) 


Of Mary Frost Paulk and Noah Paulk’s sisters, Ruth, 
Sarah, Abigail, we have no record of their families. Their 
brother John died in infancy 23 Apr 1742 (less than three- 
years-old. Samuel, the third, died 26 Dec 1821 at about 84 
years, but again we have no record of his family. The 
younger John born after the first John’s death and renamed 
for him married Marah Eddy who died 5 Aug 1821. John and 
Marah Eddy Paulk had bought land in Springfield by 1773

Noah Paulk, and his family including his sons-in-law 
were among the Ohio Company who bought land for settlement 
from the government about the turn of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. 


The History of Athens County (Ohio), Chapter 18: Troy 
township, page 527 reads: 


In 1798 a company of about forty persons, includ- 
ing men, women and children, started from near 
Springfield, Massachusetts, for the west. They 
landed at Belpre, and from thence came in 1799 to 
what is now Troy township and settled on the Hock- 
hocking (River) about seven miles from its mouth. 
In this party were Eleazer Washburn, Noah, Cyrus, 
and Xerxes Paulk, Horace Parsons, and Ephriam 
Frost with their families. Xerxes and Horace 
Parsons were Baptist preachers; the latter was 
pastor of the first Baptist church for about 
thirty years. 


There is some evidence that Cyrus also had preached 
near Springfield, Massachusetts. Horace Parson’s was a bro- 
ther to Eunice Parson’s Paulk who was married to Cyrus (to 
be more specific they were half brother and sister - having 
the same father, Aaron Parsons, but different mothers). 
Horace Parsons had married Sarah Paulk, the daughter of 
John and Marah Eddy Paulk. (John and Noah Sr. were brothers. 
Sarah Parsons was a cousin to Xerxes. and Cyrus Paulk.) 


There was some question by the author of the above 
source about the relationship of the Paulks. Some research- 
ers have thought Noah, Xerxes, and Cyrus were all brothers. 
They are unaware that Noah Jr. born in 1767 had died in 
Springfield prior to the family’s leaving. What the 
cause of death might have been is not known. This re- 
searcher suspects that he may have been a Revolutionary 
soldier. One Noah P>*k wer listed as having served in the 
ee fomcsr ie Po Ra Boge (sea. faa Pow mig fae... 2Se 
notes taken on that tindiny, I cannot give the exact source 
for confirmation. 


Noah Paulk Jr. left a widow, Experience Slaughter 
Paulk, and one son, (third Noah Paulk) born 3 June 1795, 
only one month before his father’s death. One descendant of 
the family states that Noah Paulk, the Third and his 
descendants settled in the state of New York. Noah’s widow, 
Experience Slaughter, was the daughter of Anthony and Ex- 
perience Slaughter. 
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Xerxes Paulk is mentioned at least twice more in the 
History of Athens County, (originally Washington County when 
the family first settled in Ohio), He is listed as one the 
earliest settlers, and again referred to as the operator of 
a ferry: (page 529) 


At that time (1806) there were only two roads 
in the township - one passed through the 
center, running from Belpre to Chillothe, the 
ferry of which was kept about two and a half 
miles above the present site of Coolsville by 
Xerxes Paulk; and another from Belpre down 
the Ohio to the mouth of Hockhocking, thence 
by the ridge (through Carthage township), to 
Athens... 


Xerxes Paulk (born 14 Jan 1766) to Noah and Rachel 
Pasco Paulk married Sarah Frost,( born 8 May 1765), his aunt 
Mary Paulk’s daughter on 29 Nov 1790. They had four child- 
ren. Xerxes married a second time after the death of his 
first wife. He married Miranda Barrows.

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BRABROOK FAMILY 


Unlike her immigrant husband, Samuel Palk, Sarah Bra- 
brook was a third generation New Englander. Her father, 
Thomas Brabrook had been born in Watertown in Middlesex 
County, Massachusetts. Coming to Concord, Thomas Brabrook 
met and married Abigail Temple, the daughter of Richard 
Temple (son of Abraham Temple whose wife was named Abigail. 
Abigail’s mother was named Johanna, last name unknown. 
Thomas and Abigail, Sarah Brabrook’s parents, were married 
in Concord on March 3, 1669. 


There is a question about Sarah Brabrook’s siblings, 
if indeed she had any brothers or sisters. Some research- 
ers have confused Joseph Brabrook’s children with his bro- 
ther Thomas’ family. Listed in some family groups for Tho- 
mas and Abigail Brabrook are John, ( a soldier killed at 
Lancaster), Joseph, Elizabeth, Margaret, and Abigail, yet 
these same names and birth dates are listed in the Con- 
cord register as having been born to Joseph Brabrook and 
his wife Sarah, formerly Sarah Graves. 


Without the Concord record it would be difficult to 
distinguish between the children’s parents. The brothers 
were only two years apart. One other source exists verifying 
some of the sons of Joseph Brabrook and several unnamed 
daughters. Hurd’s History of Middlesex County published in 
the 1800’s page 303 Vol.1: 


Two brothers were here (Acton, near Concord) 
as early as 1669. Thomas married Abigail 
Temple in 1669 and died 1692. Joseph Bra- 
brook from whom those bearing the name de- 
cended, married Sarah Graves in 1672. 


Hurd lists the sons of Joseph Brabrook, yet he lists 
none for Thomas even though he continued to live there 
and was buried in the Concord area. It seems reasonable 
t- believe that had there been sons born to Thomas, they

In the source named above, Hurd includes a sketch of 
Joseph Brabrook, the second - son of the elder Joseph. An 
artist’s bust painting of him and his homestead is pic- 
tured. The home, says the author of the sketch, was con- 
structed in 1751 and was still standing at the book’s pub- 
lishing date - more than one hundred years later. 
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Named as children of Joseph, the son, are: Joseph 
Adam, Benjamin F., Sarah Appleton, George, and Alfred, 
(who was about the same age as the elm tree on the left 
of the drawing, so the author tells us). Hurd adds that 
notable men were included in the descendents of Joseph 
Brabrook. His lineage is given for several generations. 


The parents of Thomas and Joseph Brabrook were John 
Brabrook and Elizabeth, whose last name was possibly Short. 
John was the Brabrook immigrant. Sources give his birth- 
place as Groton Parish in Suffolk England. Their son John’s 
will later divulges that an English estate still existed 
for the family at the will’s date, 1662. 


John Brabrook’s embarkment and arrival date in New 
England is not known. It is possible that John’s mother 
came with him to America. The New England historian, 
"Coffin",believes that Ann Brabrook who died in Roxbury in 
1648 was the mother of John. John and Elizabeth lived in 
Watertown, in Middlesex County, where they were granted 
property in 1640. 


John and Elizabeth were married in about 1638, pos- 
sible in New England. The Watertown Birth, Death, and 
Marriage Records give the following dates for the birth of 
their children: 


Elizabeth 1640; John 1642; Thomas 1643; Joseph 
1645; Sarah 1647; Rebecca 1649; and ‘though no date is 
given, Rachel is listed as a child of this family in Noyes’ 
Genealogical Dictionary of Maine and New Hampshire, (Mass- 
achusetts and New Hampshire boundaries overlapped at one 
time).Rachel is referred to as one of three minor sisters 
in 1668. Another brother, Samuel Brabrook, is accounted for 
too. Samuel is mentioned in his brother’s will of 1662. The 
author Noyes further states that Samuel was living as late 
as 1667. 


An additional source verifying Samuel Brabrook’s 
existence is the Watertown Records of 1664 when the 
selectmen appoint two of its members to retrieve five pounds 
owed him. It is not clear in the record if the five pounds 
is being claimed for Samuel directly, or for members of the 
family - simply, "for the Brabrook’s use". 


The above Dictionary names the husbands and gives 
marriage dates for two of the Brabrook sisters. Rebecca 
married Adam Draper in Concord on September 15, 1666. Fur- 
ther, the source states, Rebecca did not turn twenty-one 
until three years later, in September 1669. Rachel,who 
apparently was the youngest, married John Fuller on March 
19, 1677. A marriage is not listed for Sarah by Noyes. Some 
researchers list John Cummings as her spouse; however,at 
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this point there is a question. The Concord records gives 

a death for one Sarah Brabrook and identifies her by listing 
her as the sister of Joseph Brabrook. It does not seem 
likely that her maiden name would have been used for a 

death record. More is revealed about the young Sarah Bra- 
brook which will be included in her sketch elsewhere in 

this Brabrook chapter. 


A total of seven children are credited to John and 
Elizabeth Brabrook. The surname spellings will vary from 
one document to another for the family. Some of the var- 
iations are: Braybrook, Broadbrook, Brabrick, Brabricke. 
More often the name will appear as Brabrook/e or Bray- 
brook. 


From tracing John Brabrook, we learn that his name 
appeared in more than one town as having lived there. The 
Dictionary of Maine and New Hampshire states that John was 
awarded a grant at Hampton in Norfolk county in 1640, but, 
says Noyes, he may have never accepted that particular 
grant (List 3292a). The historian Coffin and Savage re- 
port John in Hampton, yet the latter two add that he re- 
moved to Newbury "where lived his uncle Henry Short". It 
becomes obvious at this point that the historians are 
confusing John of Watertown with his son who later lived 
in Newbury in Essex County. 


Other historians have confused the Brabrook father and 
son, aS well. Like the above writers, most researchers think 
1662 is the death date of the older John when actually it is 
the year that his young son, at twenty years, wrote his own 
will. (Reason for his early death is not known.) John, the 
father’s property and real estate was inventoried as early 
as 1654 which this family member believes was the year the 
father died. Further references to the Watertown records 
later in this chapter will bare out that John expired much 
earlier than 1662 while this date serves as the death date 
of his son, young John. 


Noyes is correct in that John never accepted a grant in 
Hampton. Numerous town records exists placing him in Water- 
town, Middlesex County. In the chapter on Founders of Great 
Little Watertown, Rcbinson, the author, records this in- 


sala hee Cie & kde > . Per of wor . Bratros 


John Braybrook - and Elizabeth had a home- 
near the present centre of Belmont as 
early as 1640. He is fequently men- 
tioned in the early records. The town 
voted in 1651 "to John Brabrooke 30 pounds 
toward his los by fyer." Some of his sons 
moved to Concord. 


In Watertown Records published by the Historical Soci- 
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ety of that town in 1894, a description of John Brabrook’s 
“homestall" is given along with other early residents. 
Under John’s name the document reads: 


John Brabrook. A homestall of 6 arcres bounded 
on the east with Stone Street, the west with 
William Hammond, the north with John Bisco 

and the south, Timothy Hawkins. 


In addition to his six acres of homestead, John Bra- 
brook was granted thirty-five acres in the 4th division of 
the 24th lot, plus another thirty-five acres in the second 
division of lot 23. Also two other sections of land were 
issued him, including thirteen acres of upland pasture and 
five for "plowland". A total of ninety acres were issued to 
John Brabrook in Watertown. 


Among the salvaged Watertown records in the above 
source, can be found a memorandum for the year 1648. The 
minutes read: 


Memurandum: It is agreed between the comoners 
in Meedfield that John Lorrance, Timonthy Haw- 
kins, John Brabrick and Thomas Boydon and Ser- 
gant Bright; shall fence thear vpland medow in ' 
the aforesaid comoners. 


The men named above held adjoining land with John Bra- 
brook. Elsewhere in the records was given an explanation 
for such action. The procedure was to keep stock from run- 
ning freely. One man was fined heavily when his stock dam- 
aged another’s crop. 


In the year 1651 tragedy struck the homestead of John 
Brabrook in Watertown. Apparently, a devastating fire 
fire swept the premises resulting in a total loss of the 
home. Fortunately, the town’s policy offered assistances to 
its residents in such disasters. The thirty pounds awarded 
John Brabrook mentioned earlier in the record was in ad- 
dition to two earlier bestowals - at the rate of forty and 
seventy pounds at previous meetings. It appears that John 
and family were at the mercy of the town. 


The fire occurred in late 1651. The town’s third 
payment was made to John in January, the tenth month of 
the year according to the calendar in use at the time. 
Like England, most New Englanders observed March 25th as 
the beginning of each new year. The old calendar was in 
effect until about 1752. However, some states and towns 
began to recognize January as the new year earlier than 
others. For clarification both the old and new year dates 
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were added to documents by some recorders; i.e. Jan.21, 
1689/90. (from Jan-Mar) The old style was the Julian; 
whereas, the Gregorian came into effect in September of 
1752. 


Many New England Towns observed a like policy in 
providing for its needy. Tewksbury statement toward its 
indigent will serve as a sample. The Middlesex County 
History Vol.3 Chapter 28 page 302 reads: 


"Ye poor ye have with ye always, and whoso 

ye may (can),do them good." The town supe 
vises the interests of widows and orphants 
when required, and often adjudicated cases of 
difficulty which now are carried to courts - 
perhaps not a more excellent way. 


Caring for the needy children or orphants included oft 
times assigning them out into an apprenticeship, (training 
for a trade with room and board furnished). The agreement 
usually extended the remainder of the childhood years - end- 
ing when he or she reached legal adulthood. With such train- 
ing, the young adult would be able to maintain him or her- 
self at the end of that time. In some instances masters 
were not kind resulting in many runaways among the young , 
men. However, many were truant for other reasons - dislike 
of the trainer, or the work, or perhaps missed their fam- 
ilies. 


Although compassionate toward its widows and orphants, 
Tweksbury was, however, unwilling to provide for the flow of 
vagrants or transients moving into its boundries for that 
purpose. The town officials sounded out a clear warning to 
all new residents who appeared likely of becoming paupers, 
before the newcomers were allowed to establish a claim 
for the support of their children. Yet the towns were 
willing and generous toward its longstanding residents. In 
the instances of death or disability occurring for those 
supported by the town, the property was usually transferred 
to the town by the court to reimburse the treasury for the 
debt owed. 


At the time co the fix. the Bretcack children - - ell 
minors. Elizaketi., che ei:aest, was only eiever:~yea::-old. 
John, Thomas and Joseph were nine, eight and six years. Of 
the younger children, Sarah was four and Rachel was pro- 
bably the baby. Of Samuel’s age we are not sure. 


Considering the amount of funds extended consistently 
to John Brabrook over a period of two years, one wonders if 
he had perhaps become disabled as a result of the fire. In 
addition to the first three appropriations of 30, 40, and 70 
pounds, 26 more were issued to him on February 
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3, 1651. Also, in the same month of that year, the town 
minutes read: 


27 pounds to be delivered to John Bisco (John 
Brabrook’s neighbor) and that he and Ensign 
Bartlett should take care that best advantage 
be laid for John Brabrock and (two others name- 
ed) for the relief of their necessities. 


In the previous month of January a blanket and 13 & 
1/4 yards of canvas were purchased for him - making a total 
of 22 yards issued to John Brabrook. The last date of the 
town minutes entered for John Brabrook’s welfare was on Dec- 
ember 22, 1652 when the town paid him six shillings: 


-.-. town owes James Cutter for John Brabrook 6s 
2a, then the town is clear of him... 


John’s home was rebuilt either by himself or his neigh- 
bors, for his possessions are mentioned more than once. He, 
as a person, however, is not mentioned again. In his New 
England Dictionary, The historian, Savage, states that 
John’s possessions were inventoried in 1654. A second 
author, Charles Henry Pope, too, lists 1654 as the year of 
John Brabrook’s death in his Pioneers of Massachusetts, pub- 
lished in 1835. 


After the year 1654, Elizabeth Brabrook is referred to 
in the town records as "Widow Brabrook". The minutes bare 
out that she became a dependent on the town. January 21, 
1655 states that a Mr. Winter is owed 12 shillings for Wid- 
ow Brabrook and her child (perhaps for grain or other food 
and necessities). 


For a few months Elizabeth continues to occupy the 
homestead with the help of the selectmen and assistance of 
her neighbors. On January 23, 1655 John Winckoll was paid 
for charges laid out for Widow Brabrook. A few days later 
an arrangement is made with John Caller (varied spelling) 
and the seven selectmen of Watertown to rent the use of 
Elizabeth Brabrook’s house and land and the use of two of 
her cows. 


The agreement further provides that Widow Brabrook will 
be able to occupy her "houseroom" including "firing" (fire- 
place and firewood, perhaps?) As part payment, John Caller 
will pay her seven pounds, and for the next twenty weeks, 
he will furnish her a pound of butter. Also, he will give 
her a fat hog at the end of the year, (two months away). 
Further, Elizabeth is to be supplied with corn and other 
grain as the land yields. Provided for the renter’s 
benefit, is a clause that allows him to off-set his rent by 
mending the fences. 
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The foregoing arrangement between Elizabeth Brabrook 
and John Caller must not have worked out to her satisfac- 
tion. Elizabeth may have complained to the town selectmen, 
who on March of the same year, appointed Simont Stone and 
Samuel Thatcher to "overlook the work and accomplishments of 
James Cuttler concerning Widow Brabrook and to make ’full- 
end’ of those particulars in question." 


Except for the January 1655 town record, there in no 
mention of Elizabeth’s children. Elizabeth and child (sin- 
gular) is used only once which suggests that only one child 
was living in the home with her mother. We can speculate 
that at least part of the children were " taken in" by their 
uncle Henry Short in Newbury of Essex County. Young John 
Brabrook is known to have been living in Newbury, possibly 
in his uncle’s household, at age twenty when he drew up his 
last will and testament. 


Apparently, the reference to Elizabeth’s child in the 
January 1655 record was her daughter Sarah. Sarah is named 
in a record entry the following November. In her destitute 
circumstances, or perhaps at the prodding of the selectmen 
on whom she was dependent, Elizabeth becomes a party to an 
agreement to place her daughter Sarah in an apprenticeship. 
According to the contract, Sarah will be assigned to a rope- 
maker, one Simont Thompson, and wife in Ipswich of Essex 
County. 


(62) att a meeting of the 7 men Noue. 16(56) 


These are to shew, that Elizabeth Brai- 
brok widow of Watertowne in the County of 
Middlesex, hath putt her daughter (with the 
approbation of the select men) into the 
hands of Simont Thomson & wife of Ipswich in 
the ct of essex rope maker to be an apprent- 
ice, untill she come to the age of eighteene 
years, in wch time the sd Sarah is to serve 
them in all lawful commands, 


& the sd Simont is to teach her to reade 
the English Tongue, & to instruct her in the 
krowledce of God and his wavs 


& to puide (provide) for sd Sarah, hole- 

some meate & drink with conuenient cloathing 
as the seasons doe require & he the sd Simont 
doth ingage himselfe & wife, to giue the sd 
Sarah at the end of her tearme, a good cow & 
an ewe sheep wth conuenient Cloating, 


& if the sd Sarah dye wthin one yeare be- 


fore her age pfixed (prefixed), yt then the sd 
cow and sheep, shall goe to some of the children 
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of the sd Elizabeth Brabrok. 


This agreement was signed & confirmed by 

there markes of each ptie (party) & wittnessed 
as appeares in two seuerall wrightings by Joshua 
Edmonds & in pfence (presence) of the seauen men 
or the greatest pt (part) of them. 


At the time the above agreement was written - placing 
Sarah under the tutelage of Simon Thompson - the child Sarah 
was only nine years old and she would spend the next nine 
years of her life with the ropemaker and his family. She 
was considered his apprentice. No doubt, she was to learn 
the trade, and it was to become her occupation unless, of 
course, she married soon after her apprenticeship expired. 


The Sarah referred to here was the sister to Thomas 
Brabrook and an aunt of our Sarah Brabrook who married 
Samuel Palk. Quite possibly our maternal ancestor was named 
for her aunt. 


We have no further record of Sarah Brabrook except the 
reports that say she married David Cummine (varied spelling 
Cummings). The historians, Savage, Coffin and Farmer do not 
name the sisters nor spouses. Libby, Noyes, and Davis give 
both spouse names and marriage dates for Rebecca and Rachel. 
Only Pope in Pioneers of Massachusetts in his 1900 pub- 
lication refers to David Cummine when he along with Adam 
Draper and Thomas and Samuel Brabrook petitioned the court 
with Elizabeth in regard to John Brabrook’s estate in 1668. 


Farmer in his Genealogical Register of The First 
Settlers of New England lists one David Cumminins who died 
at Boston on Dec.12, 1690. Whether this was Sarah Brabrook’s 
husband or not is unknown. (Some researchers believe it was 
the daughter, Elizabeth, born 1640, who married David 
Cummings. ) 


According to The Genealogical History Of Maine and New 
Hampshire, Rebecca married Adam Draper in Concord on Sept- 
ember 15, 1666 (and turned 21 in September 1669 in Newbury). 
Rachel, whom we think was the youngest, married John Fuller 
om March 19, 1677. The authors indicate that this is a sec- 
ond wife for John Fuller - a (2) follows his name. 


A bit more tracing is to be found on Rebecca’s family. 
In The History of Concord, the author, Lamuel Shattucks 
writes: 


Roger Draper was here as early as 1639; his daugh- 
ter married John Luce 1660; his son Adam married 
Rebecca Brabrook 1666, and had: (4 sons) Samuel; 
Joseph; Elisha; and Adam. They removed to Marl- 
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brough about 1680. 


A few days after the Apprentice Agreement between Eliz- 
abeth and the Watertown selectmen was signed, the town again 
provides for her: 


Att a meeting of the selectmen att Thomas vnder- 
wood’s house the 27th (9) month: 

Agreed with John Coller for the yeare ensewing 

yt the same condicions wch the last yeare was un- 
der taken by the sd John to the releefe of the 
widow Brabrock shall in all pticulars stand in 
force, onely he is to be abated 40s (shillings) in 
his some of 7 lbs (pounds) & the widow is to haue 
halfe the fruitt in the orchard. 


Elizabeth, now alone, continues her dependency upon the 
town. Ben Crisp is paid 5 shillings for his aid to widow 
Brabrook in January of 1658. If Elizabeth left Watertown 
as Libby, and Noyes, co-authors, in their Genealogical Dic- 
tionary of Maine and New Hampshire state, it would have been 
at this time. Unless something was missed in my research, 
Elizabeth Brabrook’s name does not began reoccurring in the 
town records until 1663. Their statement reads: 


Elizabeth was taken from Woburn to Watertown 
in 1663. 


Like Watertown and Concord, Woburn is in Middlesex 
County, also. Elizabeth’s reason for being in Woburn is not 
given. It is possible that other relatives lived there. Her 
oldest daughter, Elizabeth, would have been eighteen this 
year. However, we have no definite source for the oldest 
daughter’s marriage to David Cummings. Libby and Noyes 
report that she was accounted for in young John’s will. The 
author of this Brabrook Family History has requested a copy 
of John’s will, but at this date the document has not 
arrived. 


At sometime in 1663, possibly before her return, if in- 
deed she did leave Watertown, Elizabeth Brabrook’s house and 
barn are rented to John Hammon, a neichbor, for one year: 


Goceady Brabrick house & barn. with vpland & 
meadow adjoynings is let to John Hammond for one 
year: for which he engage to pay 40 shillings; 
to be paid in corne att a price current. 


The previous paragraph had stated: 
Agreed that the cow of Goody Brabrick in Leift 


Beirs hand shall be sould to discharge part of 
what towne hath paid for her this present year. 
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Toward the end of 1663, in January, (remembering that 
the new year came on March 25th), Elizabeth is again men- 
tioned. One pound and 14 shillings is paid to Nathaniel 
Threadway for widow Brabrook’s use, plus a list of goods for 
house repairs. 


At a general town meeting 4 (10) a clause read: 

The Town agreed with Samuel Thatcher (att Foure 
shillings p weeke) for the keeping of widdow Brabrick: 
one whole yeare: the yeare began the 25 of may last. 


By May 3,1664, Elizabeth’s housing arrangement has be- 
comes a permanent boarding situation. Either John Ham- 
mond’s rental period has not expired or perhaps Elizabeth 
has become somewhat feeble and not able to stay alone (?) 
Deacon Thatcher, the record says, is to give account of 21 
shillings he has given to widow Brabrook , and adds that 
Deacon Thatcher agrees to keep widow Brabrook until the next 
choice of selectmen - at the same price (agreed upon by) the 
present selectmen. 


In December of 1665, the selectmen make an agreement 
with two adjoining landholding-neighbors concerning John 
Brabrook’s land. The pasture lots belonging to the two 
men plus John’s upland meadow will from this point be 
considered one "particular" field . And, the agreement 
provides that the expenses of maintaining the fences will be 
shared by the agreeing parties. As for the homestead, it is 
to be rented to Eliza Baron for a period of seven years at 
the rate of 36 shillings per year -with one stipulation: 


The town reserves the liberty to take away 
the housing if they so cause. 


According to Pope’s Pioneer’s in Massachusetts, it 
would have been a few months after this town action that 
Elizabeth, her children and sons-in-law petitioned the 
court about the estate (April 2, 1667). Whether they were 
successful in their petition is unknown. It does not appear 
that they were, for the town takes further action to dispose 
of Johns property to reimburse the town for the debt. 


On October 22, 1668 an entry is made appointing Cap- 
tain Hugh Mason and John Sherman to take legal steps to sell 
the homestead of John Brabrook. 


Cpt. Hugh Mason and John Sherman shall take 

out execution against house and land that was John 
Brabrooks and procure the Marshall to extend it 
for paying the debt due to the town: according 

to judgement granted by the court. 


A final entry on town records closes the chapter on 
John and Elizabeth Brabrook of Watertown. The entry veri- 
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fies the action of the chosen selectmen.

The same reference gives to dates that John Brabrook 


sold land to others. (Ibid, page 92) 


March 26m 1645m (John Brabrook) sold to Thomas 
Hastings 35 acres, great dividend, 23 lot, 
lying between Mr. Brown and Abraham Brown's 
lots. 


(page 705) Oct.5, 1647, John Brabrook, of Wat. 
by power of attorney from John Glover, sold to 
Nicholas Birom, of Weymouth, land in Watertown. 


(page 92) He (John Brabrook) died 1654, Select- 
men of Wat. and administrators, authorized by 
the court, Dec 16, 1662, to dispose of his wid- 
ow and her estate. 


(our Sarah’s father) became an apprentice, too. Probably 
soon after his father’s death. He was eight years old in 


1654. 


He was assigned to one Thomas Flemming. 


From Bond’s works, we also learn that Thomas Brabrook 


At one point 


the court takes an action against Thomas Flemming concerning 
Thomas, perhaps he was not providing sufficient clothing 
for Bis word? Ne tene of eccupetion is ~antisccd. 


(Ibid page 705) Dec 23, 1657: the court ordered 
John Flemming to provide Thomas Brabrook , ap- 
prentice, double apparel, at the judgement of 
Hugh Mason and Deacon Thomas Hastings. 


had been a neighbor and an adjoining landholder with John 
Brabrook and family. Perhaps he had a personal interest in 
looking out for young Thomas. At the time this action was 
taken, Thomas was thirteen years old. 


The latter selectman referred to above, Thomas Hastings 
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April 2, 1667, in Thomas’s 24th year, he and his 
Mother, Elizabeth, brother Samuel and brothers-in-law, Adam 
Draper, and David Cummine petitioned the court concerning 
John Brabrook’s estate. It would be of interest to learn the 
outcome of that petition. (A request with fee forwarded has 
been sent to the southern district of Middlesex County for 
that information, plus the inventory of John Brabrook’s 
estate, but has not been received as yet.) 


What we know of our 9th great grandfather, Thomas Bra- 
brook, can be summed up briefly with a few dates and events: 


Thomas born May 4, 1643; apprenticed at probably eight 
years, 1654; mentioned in his brother, John’s will in 1662, 
at age 19; petitioned the court with his immediate family 
with regard to his father’s estate at age 24; and married 
Abigail Temple at age 27 in 1669. He became a parent in 
1670 at 28 years, and died in 1692, at about 49 years old. 
His property was inventoried Mar 29, 1691/92 


After Thomas’ death, Abigail Temple Brabrook married 
Samuel Trull April 18, 1693. Her death occurred in 1694. 
For a few more details of her second marriage, see the 
first few paragraphs of Samuel Palk/Paulk chapter. 


Two mentions are made of Samuel Brabrook, son of Eliz- 
abeth and John in the town records. He is believed to have 
lived passed the 1667 date, since he was one of the court 
petitioners over his father’s land. From the following en- 
tries it is not clear if he is residing in Concord. The 
action referred to may not have been for his direct benefit, 
but possibly for his families(?) 


6 March 1665: Corporoll Bond & Nath Treadway 
weare apoynted to receive of Thomas Underwood 
the 5 pounds due to Sam Brabrick & to dispose 
of it for say’d Brabricks use. 


The 27 Jan. 1666 entry reads: 


Corp. Bond & Nathaniel Treadway made return to 

the towne that they received of Thomas Undrewood 

for use of Sam Brabrook, a cow att 4 pounds price 

- whic cow that lett unto Henry Spring for 12 shill- 
ings for 1 year from the 7th of the 12th month 1665, 
to be paid in the best grain he hase and tho Under- 

wood promised to pay Sam B. 20 shillings more in the 
licke (like) pay to be paid this winter now coming. 


From one family group sheet that has surfaced recently, 


with references from History of Watertown page 92 and His- 
tory of Hampton p.614, Samuel Brabrook was born in 1644 be- 
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tween Thomas and Joseph. A death date is given as, 5 May, 

1719. If these dates are accurate, Samuel outlived most of 

his siblings. Rachel lived until 1715, Rebecca 1721, Sarah 
1698 and Thomas in 1692. 
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SAMUEL PAULK, THE SECOND 


According to Waldo’s History of Tolland, Samvel Paulk 
was one of the first fifty-one grantees in the deed of the 
first proprietors of the town of Tolland. At the time of 
Waldo’s Publication, a descendent of the family was in pos- 
session of records showing that he was one of earliest in- 
habitants of the town. 


The representatives of the family still in Tolland at 
that time were a Miss Eunice Paulk, a Mrs. Joseph A Dresser 
and child, Messrs. George M and Edwin L. Grant, with their 
children, and Messrs Calvin and Stephen Whiton, the second 
and their children. 


Samuel Paulk and Sarah Slafter were married in Tolland 
on 5 May 1720, and like the first generation of Palk/Paulk 
family in New England became parents of nine children. Also, 
like the first Samuel and Sarah they lost their first child, 
a daughter. The child died the day of its birth, but since 
no name was given, it is assumed that it was a stillbirth. 


We learn further from the same source that Samuel’s 
name had appeared on other legal documents before his and 
Sarah Slafter’s marriage. An allotment of land was made to 
him on May 18, 1719, and again a year after his marriage on 
January 12, 1721. Almost two years later, on the 24 day of 
December 1722 he conveyed a track of his land to his brother 
John Paulk. The land was "situated" near the Skungamug 
river. 


Samuel Paulk and Sarah were married 5 May 1720 in Tol- 
land and had the following children:

The last born child was given the name of the pre- 
ceeding child since that child was deceased at the time of 
the next birth. Though this naming method did not occur in 
all families, it was not uncommon. 


The data above is found in Slafter Memorial and Tolland 
Vital Statistics. Sarah Slafter was the daughter of John 
Slafter (sometimes spelled as Slaughter) and Abiah Barlett. 
At this point we will insert the background of Sarah 
Slafter’s parents before going on with the descendants of 
Samuel, the second, and his wife Sarah. 


The information offered here is from a correspondent, 
Harriet Friske,( Mrs. Carl), living in Scottsdale, Arizona. 
Harriet is a descendent of the Slafter family. Her 
connection is through our Sarah’s brother, Samuel Slafter. 
She states that one of the sources used to compile her book, 
The Slafter Family 1680 - 1825, was the Slafter Memorial 
plus many family records. The information here was from a 
tear sheet. Her contact with me was to learn if her Samuel 
and my Sarah Slafter had the same mother. She did not have a 
name , 
for the wife of John Slafter. From the information we each 
had obtained earlier, we determined that they were from the 
same parentage.

Benjamin born 1706 died 1760 married Bethia Eaton 
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John Slafter, the father of the nine children above 
(including our Sarah and Harriet Frische’s ancestor, Samuel) 
has an interesting history. The background furnished here 
is continued from Harriet’s Book. 


Deacon, John Slafter, the first of this family from the 
reports of his grandchildren, came from Wales, probably 
1680. The spelling of the name may have been Slaughter. He 
married, and his children were born in Lynn, Massachusetts. 
He is credited with ten (children) ‘though only nine 
seem to have been listed. 


By 1716 he had migrated to Connecticut. He bought one 
hundred acres of land on the Willimantic River in Mansfield. 
On this land he built a mansion on the left bank of the 
river. Later he was the joint purchaser of 28,000 acres 
north of town which he sold in 1721. A second joint pur- 
chase included the old Township of Windham. He served as a 
First Grand Juror in the town of Willington an important 
office in those days of early history. He was a tithing man 
and a guardian of the Lord’s Dauy. The family history 
reports he returned home one day to find two Indians terror- 
izing his family. He knocked one down and the other fled. 


He was interested in the development of Norwich, : 
Vermont where he was a first settler, however, he died 
probably about 1754 and was buried in Willington, 
Connecticut. No stone marks his grave. 


Samuel Slafter, brother to our Sarah and ancestor of 
Harriet Frische was born in Lynn, Mass. Aug. 1696 and died 
in Mansfield, Connecticut on 31 July 1770 he married 24 Jan 
1721/22 to Dorothy Fenton (daughter of Robert and Dorothy 
Farrar Fenton of Mansfield). (His wife Dorothy) was born 
in Woburn, 4 Sept. 1700, died 29 Sept. 1783. Samuel and 
and his wife, Dorothy are buried in the ancient cemetery of 
North Mansfield. The stone is well preserves. 


It seems that Dorothy Fenton’s father Robert was from 
Wales, too. He was first recorded as a tax-payer in Woburn, 
Mass. 1688-89. He went to Windham, now Mansfield, in 1693- 
94 where he was appointed with Joshua Ripley, the first town 
Clerk and magistrate of Windham, to lay out lots that be- 
longed to Willimatic on the west side of the river. 


Continuing with page 226 of the Slafter Family 1680 - 
1825 by Harriet Friske: 


Samuel, (Dorothy’s husband, and our Sarah’s brother) was 
chosen to be a "Fence Viewer" for the north part of town, an 
office held by the wealthiest planters. He built the first 
bridge over the Nachaug River. The family was wealthy; its 
members were congenial with their neighbors, esteemed for 
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their good judgement, patriotic spirit and courage; they 
were talented musically and skilled mechanically.

Mother, Abiah Bartlett, at this point. 


A word of explanation. There are two lineages offered 
for Abiah Bartlett. I cannot say for certain which if 
either is our Abiah, but I tend to accept the second one 
given here. The first is from notes in my files and is not 
documented with a source; however, a date is stated on which 
she is supposed to have married John Slafter (?) 
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Abiah Bartlett’s parents were Benjamin and Debra 
Barnard They were married 16 Feb 1664/65 in Hartford, 
Windsor Connecticut:

Benjanin born (not certain) also married a Debra

After a second glance at this chart it becomes obvious 
that this Abiah could not have married John Slaft that this A 
on the 16 of July. She was not yet born. So we have to 
look elsewhere for our Abiah Bartlett (Sarah Slafter’s 
mother). 


Second suggested line of Abiah Bartlett: 


Thomas Married Hannah and was residing in 
Watertown, Middlesex Co., Massachusetts in 1634, The fol- 
low births are credited to their parentage in Watertown 
Records Births, Marriages and Deaths published 1894 by 
Barker Press.

The husband of Mehitabel, Henry Spring is on the list 
of those in possession of the first granted houselots in 
Watertown along with one Benjamin Eddy. 


The death dates for the parents of Abiah Bartlett are 
given in the same source. 


Thomas Bartlett (Ensign of Watertown) deceased 26 Apr 
1654 about 60 years. 


Hannah Bartlett (widow) deceased 11 July 1676 
Hannah Bartlett apparently became depended upon the 
town before her death. She is mentioned in Watertown 


records on 27 Dec 1671. She is referred to as "Goody 
Bartlett" (landholder) 
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Meeting at house of John Swain agreed with 
Goody Bartlett for Goodman Bright’s dyet (debt) 
for 10 pounds for this yeare and the town to pay 
it. 


While in his prime, Thomas Bartlett seem to be a well 
respected citizen and official of Watertown, Massachusetts. 
His name occurs numerous time in the records of town meet- 
ings. One instance will suffice for the present. 


20 Dec 1651: Thomas Bartlett amoung those chose 
to order the prudentiall affairs of the town. 


From the History of Essex County (Mass) published 1888 
by D Hamilton Hurd, we are informed about the origin of the 
Bartlett name. 


The name was originally Bartelot; and the first 
of the family in England, like the first man in 
creation of the world, was named Adam; and as the 
human race dates not back to Adam, it is not well 
to go deeper into the mists of antiquity, for this 
family, than to Adam Bartelot or Bartlet. He, 
with sixty thousand other followers of (William) 
the Conqueror, the Norman knights and their 
vassals, had the promise of the spoils of victory; 
and from 1066, when the battle of Hastings was 
fought, the barons of England love to date their 
honors and names. 


In the pavement of the old stone church, on the 
ancestral estate of seven thousand acres, in Sussex 
County, in England, the Bartlets can trace their 
genealogy - the footprints of a noble family. It is 
one of the finest estates in Great Britain; has been 
in their hands more than eight hundred years, and can 
never sold or pass from them. Their coats-of-arms 
witnesses to the heroic deeds of men whose portraits 
hang in the halls of that ancient castle; whose Chris- 
tian names are the inherited appellations in our own 
country and age, as William, Edmund, Richard, John and 
Thomas - the names they brought over the seas and have 
tr. mitted. (bige LBOe: 


The emigration is described in the same source and 
page: 


The first Bartlet immigrants in America were three 
- the sons of Edmund, whose landed estate was in Ernley 
which, by the law of primogeniture, passed to their 
brother Edmund, and left them Richard, John and Thomas 
- to inferiority or to make to themselves new homes 
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elsewhere. They came to America in 1634. Thomas set- 
tled in Watertown and left no sons. 


John and Richard came to Newbury (Essex County) in 
1635, with the first settlers; and two years later they 
left the bank of the Parker and settles at "Bartlet 
Cove" (named for themselves), in a beautiful bend of 
the Merrimac, nearly opposite the Powow, as it empties 
into the Merrimac. There they built themselves houses 
and there their descendents have lived to this day. 


John had but one son, and Richard had three, with 
several daughters. Richard Bartlet, the shoemaker, was 
a man of stirling character and marked piety; and his 
son, Richard Jr., was one of the leading men of the 
town (Newbury); for several years Representative in the 
General Court. A third Richard, son of Richard Jr, born 
in 1649, married Hannah Emery; and as the Emerys have 
always been thrifty, she may have added to his real es- 
tate. Certainly she added to his personal estate, for 
she bore him ten children, - eight sons and two daugh- 
ters, the latter beginning and ending the brood. Her 
last son was Thomas, and a grandson of that Thomas was 
the Hon. William Barlett, whose portrait we here give. 
He was born in 1748, and died in his ninety-fourth year 
but, his "eye was not dim, nor his natural force Abat- 
ted". t 


The above article goes on with the lineage of Richard 
Bartlet of Newbury who settled there with his brother John, 
but it is their immigrant brother, Thomas, who settled in 
Watertown, Massachusetts, that we as descendants of Sarah 
Slafter are concerned with; for, Thomas, the immigrant, 
would have been her maternal grandfather and the father of 
her mother, Abiah. The statement above made by the author 
Hurd in his History of Essex County that the immigrant 
Thomas "left no sons" - is consistent with the record of 
children born to Ensign Thomas Bartlet of Watertown records. 
(His and Hannah’s children are listed preceeding this 
article as: Hannah, Mehetable, Hannah, Bethshua and Abiah, 
born 1651.) 


Returning the family of Samuel Paulk and Sarah 
Slafter in Tolland. Apparently the family left its influence 
to the present time. Among my brother, Everett Paulk’s files 
is a response from one of his queries. Jessie B. Flynn, 
Librarian at Tolland Public Library wrote in 1959: 


Your name (Paulk) is a very familiar one to the 
residents of Tolland. The hill down which we all come 
when we enter town is called "Paulk Hill". It is the 
coldest spot in the winter and the last place for the 
snow to melt in the Spring. (She enclosed a picture 
of the sign marking the Paulk Hill at Everett’s later 
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request.) 


At the close of Jessie Flynn’s letter she added: 
There is an old house still standing on Paulk Hill, 
which I am informed, was at one time known as the 


"Paulk House". It has fallen into a state of dis- 
repair, but has recently been bought and is being 
repaired. 


The first Sarah Palk, maiden name Brabrook and widow of 
the first Samuel, died in 1744. The matriarch of the Paulk 
family had reached her seventy-fourth year. But fortunately 
she had been more thrifty and improvising than some of our 
other ancestral widows. Sarah Brabrook left a will in 
Tolland, Connecticut in which she imparted of her monetary 


property to her children. MISTAKE ,

Sarah prepared her will long before her death; it was ees 


dated 1728. She was only forty-eight in that year and may 
have had an illness which prompted her to draw up her will 
at that time. Again, preparing an early will may have been 
more of Sarah’s prudent planning. 


The will was before the Probate Court in Hartford 
County. It was witnessed by (and probably drawn up with the 
help of) Francis, Sarah, and Zebulon West. The Clerk was one 
Joseph Tobott. It reads: 


In the name of God, Amen. The eighth day of February, 
1728 of Sarah Poalk of Tolland being aged and week of body 
but of perfect mind and memory thanks be given unto God, 
therefore calling unto mind the mortality of my body, know- 
ing that it is appointed for all men and women once to dye, 
do make and ordain this my last will and testament, that is 
to say First and principally, I give to recommend my soul 
into the hands of God who gave it and my body I recommend to 
the earth to be buried in devout christian burial at the 
direction of my excutors nothing doubting, but att the gen- 
eral resurrection I shall receive the same again by the 
mighty power of God, and as touching such worthy Estate as 
it hath pleased God to bless me with all in this life I give 
demise and dispose of the same in the following manner and 
form - my just debts and funeral charges being forepaid. 


Item I give ~s my son, Sanuel Poalk five shiilings with 
what he hath received makes him a double portion. 


Item I give to my daughter Abigail Poalk five shillings 
with what she hath before received which makes 
the ful of her portion. 


Item I give to my son Jonathan Poalk five shillings 
with what he hath had which makes the ful of his 
portion. 
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Item I give to my daughter Rachel Eaton five shillings 
with what she hath received which makes the ful of 
her portion. 


Item I give to my daughter Judith five shillings. 
Item I give to my daughter Sarah five shillings all the 


above or mentioned (legacies) to be paid by my ex- 
ecutor hereafter named. 


Item I give to my son John Poalk all of my moveable 
estate. Also, I likewise constitute make and or- 
dain my son John Poalk to dain my son Joh 


this my last will and testament. 


And I do hereby utterly disalow, revoke and dis- 
anul all and every other former testament wills or 
legacies ratifying and conforming this and no 
other to be my last will and testament in and wit- 
ness where of I have here unto set my hand and 
seal this day and year above written.

Before the court of Probate in Hartford on the 5th 
day of February A.D. 1744/45. Informally appeared Zebulon 
West, Esquire and Sarah West both of Tolland in Hartford Co. 
and made oath that they are well knowing to their hands as 
witness to the foregoing will: and that they always used to 
make it their constant practice to see that all instruments 
were counted in form which they witnessed to: and also the 
said Zebulon West made oath that when he wrote P. Will the 
testator Viz. Sarah Poalk was of sound mind and memory. 


Oath made by Zeb West and Sarah West to the above as in 
above written West.

A question arising concerning the daughter Sarah in 
this will. We have a death date given for her in Concord 
on January 8, 1704/05. It is very possible that Sarah Bra- 
brook Poalk is referring to her daughter-in-law, Sarah Slaf- 
ter Paulk in her will? It is not uncommon to find refer- 
ences to in-laws as sons as daughter on legal documents of 
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that early period. (In the Watertown Records a references 
was made to Elizabeth Brabrook and her children’s petition 
to the court concerning her husband’s estate. Among her 
children listed were Adam Draper, and David Cummine/s who 
were actually her sons-in-law. 


Although her will was drawn up sixteen years earlier, 
it appears her monetary property was yet in tack. The dis- 
tributions seem to have been made according to Sarah Paulk/ 
Poalk’s request. (The use of Poalk’s spelling in the will 
is another distortion of the name.) 


At their mother’s passing, the Paulk Family had now 
been Tolland for at least a fourth of a century. From 
Samuel’s earliest land grant in 1619 to the year of Sarah’s 
death, 1644, would have been twenty-five years. 


Briefly we will name some of the descendents from the 
children of Samuel Palk/Paulk and Sarah Brabrook. Last, 
will be the descendents of Samuel, the second - our line. 
Naturally, we will want to devote more space to our di- 
rect line. But, I must confess that Jonathan has a most 
fasination history, and this researcher feels a very close 
kinship with his descendants and the interesting trail they 
left. As much of his history as space and the June date 
will allow will be included in this booklet. (If not in 
this chapter in another dedicated to Johnathan’s posterity.) 


Those children of Samuel, the second and Sarah Slafter 
having been named already, we will include the others that 
we know. Nothing is known of Abigail and George Hall’s 
children; personally, I have not launched a search for their 
family as of yet. Joannah’s, of course, was as infant death, 
and there is a question about Sarah, but we do have an 
infant death date for 1704/5, and find no record of a spouse 
or a marriage. 


We have a marriage year for the sister, Rachel Paulk 
who married William Eaton, 1726, and a list of their 
children have been found, Also, there are a few interesting 
facts about Rachel’s husband, William Eaton. Like Rachel’s 
brother, Samuel Paulk, her husband, too, was one of the 
first fifty-one grartees: in the deed for the town of 
Pee silo ene oe oe 3S Military, record is mc sd.

The History of Tolland page 443 reads: 


Samuel Eaton, Sen., died in 1737. His son, Aaron, 
might have been the one in the Cuba expedition, but being a 
relative of the William Easton who was in that expedition, 
and as there is no family tradition that William had any 
relatives in the same service, it is supposed the other 
Aaron Eaton was the one who went to Cuba. 
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This author mentions further that a Crandal family were 
descendants of William Eaton - indicating that a daughter or 
granddaughter had married into the Crandal family. He 
states, too, that William Eaton was the first of the name 
(Eaton) in Tolland. 


Shattuck’s History of Tolland page 73 included William 
among a list of wounded soldiers": 


The following" sick and wounded soldiers" says the 
Journal of the General Court, received aid from the 
Government: Danforth Howard, John Barker, James 
Dudley, Zachariah Davis, Reuben Hosmer, Frances Whee- 
ler, Johns Barnes, John Darby, John Cragin, and Will- 
Eaton. 


These names were wedged in between other war events of 1758 
and 1761, whether their wounds occurred during that period 
is 

not clear, but possibly that is meant. Elsewhere, in the 
same source William Eaton is among those making a will - 
just before the expedition, it is assumed. It seemed clear 
to these volunteers that they might not survive the fight 
or the journey. William left a cow to his parents. 


From A Digest of Early Probate Records 1729-1750 Vol 3 : 
by C.W. Manwaring page 131 there is the following entry 
which sheds more light on William Eaton death occurrence. 
It is a record of his inventory: 


Eaton, William, Tolland. Invt. L491-05-06. Taken 
15 February 1737-38, by John Lathrop and Zebulon 
West. (page 111 of court books) 


Court Records, Page 28, 13 April 1738: Adms; to 
Rachel Eaton, widow. Recog., L300 with John Polk 
of Tolland. 


Page 103 (Vol.XVII) 6 Apr. 1756: An account of 
Adms. was now exhibited in Court by Nathan and 
Rachel Wheeler, Adms., which account is accepted 
by the court.

Space and time wiii not allow all of their data 
here, but a brief summary will be given. 


Seth above, son of Judith Paulk Dunham, married Eliz-— 
abeth Hovey and had twelve children - all born in Mansfield, 
Connecticut. Their names in order of birth were: Jacob, 
Ruth, Eunice, Enos, Sarah, Seth Jr., Thankful, Marcia, 
Cephas, Ebenezer, Elizah, Mary. The children were born over 
a twenty-four year period; from 1765 through 1789. At least 
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five of the children married. Thankful married Zacheus 
Waldo, whether it was in the author’s family if not known, 
but it is likely. 


Joseph above, son of Judith Paulk Dunham, married 
Apiagail Jennings (born about 1748) in Mansfield, 
Connecticut and had the following chilren: Abigail, Calvin, 
Josephus, and Delight. Oldest born 1770 and last, 1775. ‘ 
Calvin is the only marriage we know about. He married Hannah 
Harlow in 1803.

13 Nov 1820 at age sixty-five in Tolland. They had one son 
named Chauncy Paulk, born 1792 and died 24 Nov 1827 at age 

pyH/ktY=five.) David died 10 Feb 1824 near age seventy-five.

Still quoting from Waldo’s Early History of Tolland 
address page 133: 


Capt. Ammi Paulk was a veteran of the revolution; died ! 
March, 1843. Jeduthan, son of the Revolutionary soldier, 
Ammi and Ester Paulk married Eunice Anna Cogswell, January 
23, 1813. Their children were: Nathan Lord born 12 Feb 
1813; George A. born 27 Oct 1814; Jeduthan died 04 Oct 
1830. 


According to Waldo, there is a connecting link between 
the Whiton and Paulk and (Hatch) families. He explains it 
thus: 


In connecting the line of the Whiton with the Paulk 
family, it may be stated that Elijah Whiton, the ancestor of 
the former family, married Anna Brown, they both being of 
Ashford, January 3, 1771, and soon removed to Tolland. He 
took a deed of land of Jonathan Hatch, September 30, 1775, 
in which he was described of Tolland. He had Matilda, 
Martha, Anna, Vodicea, Hannah, Elijah, Sybil, Maria, and 
Stephen. Elitsh r -ried Kezial Paulk. daughter of Cpt. immi 
and and 1.ter raul... 


In another source it can be learned that an Elijah 
Hatch married an Elizabeth Paulk. It is not certain at this 
time who their parents were, but possibly he, too, was a son 
of the same Johnathan Hatch mentioned above. Perhaps the 
parentage is in my files - will consult later. An inter- 
sting note is that Elijah Hatch kept a diary in which he 
recorded many events. Among them was the death of his wife 
Elizabeth who struggled as a child to care for her family. 
She died early in her’s and Elijah’s marriage. 
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Johnathan Paulk, the seventh child of Samuel Palk and 
Sarah Brabrook Palk had the following children in Tolland 
before accompanying Shubael Stearns to North Carolina: 

(Not mentioned in Waldo’s Address is Rebecca Stearns, sister 
to Rev. Shubael Stearns, who was the wife of Jonathan Paulk. 
Their marriage took place about 1730) Their four children: 


Ester born 07 Nov 1731 

Micajah born 07 Oct 1733 (married Sarah had 10 
children 

Ruth born 18 Mar 1736 


Zechariah born 04 Mar 1738 (died in Infancy) 


It is believed that Johnathan and Rebecca Stearns Paulk 
had several other children in The Carolinas. They were rel- 
atively young at the time of their leaving Connecticut. A 
probably list has been compiled by Virginia Jantz. Mrs. 
Jantz, a descendant of Johnathan lives in Waco, Texas has 
done extensive research and travel in that area where 
Johnathan was known to have lived. 


Her list will be included here, first an explanation 
about Johnathan’s decision to move with the "New Light" 
group. Many of the Connecticut community were not pleased 
with some of the principals taught in the staid churches , 
and therefore sought after ministers who believed as they 
did. One such clergyman was a Mr. Whitefield who was said 
to be "an eloquent and electrifying" speaker. He taught in 
New England between the years of 1740 and 1745. He used 
the revival traveling system that "spread through the land". 


The followers of Mr. Whitefield were called "New 
Lights". They were not looked upon favorably by the other 
churches. Yet they were very successful according to Waldo. 
Fearing the conversion of many of their own congregation, 
the local ministers were able to get a law passed that 
limited ministers to their own parishes. This act only to 
served to stir up the ferver of the people even moreso. One 
of those who felt devout about Mr. Whitefield’s religion was 
Shubael Stearns Jr. He joined the group about 1745. About 
five years later he became acquainted with the Baptist 
faith. At that time he renounced infant baptism, declaring 
it a false doctrine. 


Hoping to establish a church of his own to profess his 
doctrine, Shubael Stearns solicited the aid of others in 
submitting a petition to the General Assembly, the local 
Government. One of those who assisted him was his brother- 
in-law, Johnathan Paulk. His father, Shuabel] and his bro- 
ther Ebenezer Stearns signed with him , as well. 


From the Ecclesiastic Papers, Vol X Doc.20b in Conn- 
ecticut State Archives if the following entry: 
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8 May 1746: Petition to the General Assembly for 
the establishment of a separate church from 
inhabitants of Mansfield, Whined, Tolland, and 
Coventry. Signatures include: Johnathan Paulk, 
Shuabel Starnes, Shuabel Starnes Jr. and Ebenezer 
Starnes. Petition denied by both houses. 


Hearing reports from others who had gone on into 
Virginia about the acceptance of the New Religion, a party 
of people band together and planned a handcart trip with 
their families. They traveled across Maryland and through 
the Cumberland Gap - reaching their destination in November 
of 1755. The journey, from Tolland, Connecticut to Virginia 
had taken about two months. 


Eight couples and their children made the handcart 
journey. Due to Indian uprisings in the Virginia area 
and also lured by the news of revival acceptance in the 
Carolina’s the group followed Shubeal Stearns a second time. 
In North Carolina the party settled at "Sandy Creek" and es- 
tablished the first beginnings of the Baptist Church in the 
area. (also referred to in those early days as Negliges.) 


From these beginning efforts of Shubael Stearns ’ 
together with the aid of those he ordained, the Baptist 
religion spread consistently across the Carolinas and into 
the South as a whole. Shubael died at Sandy Creek after a 
few years. Some of the group moved on into South Carolina 
and eventually into Georgia just before the American 
Revolution. There is no record of Johnathan,s ever having 
ministered; apparently, he was content with supporting the 
revival movement. He was, however, quite convinced that 
their’s was the correct belief and that Shubael was all he 
claimed to be. A letter written by Johnathan Polk (Paulk) in 
North Carolina to his brother, John Paulk, in Tolland, 
Connecticut indicates his strong support of his brother-in- 
law. 


Johnathan began to use the spelling of Polk in North 
Carolina. He addressed his letter (written in 1764) to his 
brother, John P. -« and signed it from Johnathan Polk. Also, 
i: the South. -: ter cos sas @ cen ft broad sound of 
Slums. The més. .-aS io. as.aysS reec..sd a@. .oik. Paull, 
as well as Poque, and other varied spellings have appeared 
on the Carolina and Georgia documents. (we are indebted to 
one of John Paulk’s descendants for a copy of Johnathan’s 
letter. It was presented to the Tolland Historical and came 
to us by way of a Georgia researcher who obtained a copy and 
shared it with Annette Starr in Florida. Annette, in turn 
sent a copy to this researcher. 


The contents of the letter will be included in the 
chapter on Johnathan Paulk. The probable list of his 
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children prepared by Mrs. Virginia Jantz of Waco, Texas will 
be added there, also. 
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Cephas Paulk in Ohio 
Paulk & Washburn Documents: 


Before leaving Springfield, Massachusetts with the Ohio 
Company, Noah and his son Xerxes transacted legal business 
concerning his deceased son, Noah Jr. Also, there is record 
of a land transaction between Cephas and his brother-in-law, 
Eleazer Washburn. Portions of the documents read as follows: 


Record: Springfield, Mass. Book 34 Pages 392-393 


To all people to whom there presents shall come greeting. 
Know ye that We Noah Paulk and Xerxes both of Springfield in 
the County of Hampshire yeomen Administrators on the estate 
of Noah Paulk Jun. of the same Springfield yeoman deceased 
who at his decease owed more than his personal estate was 
worth the same being insufficient to discharge the debts due 
therefrom made representation thereof to the Court of Common 
Pleas holden at Northampton within and for the County 
aforesaid on the Monday next preceding the first Tuesday of 
September in the Year of our Lord Seventeen Hundred and 
Ninety Six. 


And prayed leave of said court to make sale of a part 
of said deed real estate for the payment of his debts and by 
order of said court was impowered to sell so much of said 
deceased real estate as would produce the sum of forty-four 
dollars having agreeable to the order of said court given 
due notice of the sale and taken the oath by law prescribed 
in such cases did on the twenty-third day of November in the 
year of our Lord seventeen Hundred and Ninety Six pursuant 
to the license and notice aforesaid sell at public venue at 
the dwelling house of the said Xerxes Paulk to Eleazer 
Washburn of Springfield, aforesaid yeoman, he being the 
highest bidder. 


The following described land lying in Springfield 
aforesaid being part of the real estate of said deceased for 
the sum of forty-four dollars the receipt where of we do 
hereby acknowledge have given granted, bargained, sold and 
conveyed and do hereby give, grant, bargain, sell and convey 
to him, this said Eleazer Washburn and his Heirs and Assigns 
forever. 


The three following tracts or parcels of land in 
Springfield aforesaid one of which is the Westerly part of 
lot No. 380 in the 14th Tier and contains fifteen acres 
bounded as follows. Southerly on land of said Noah Paulk, 
partly and partly on land of said Xerxes. Westerly, part of 
land of Seth Washburn. Northerly, partly on the Highway and 
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partly on land of Ashbel Chapin and Easterly on Higher 
Brook, so called. 


Another of which piece contains three and one half 
acres and being westerly part of lot No. 376 in the same 
tier bounding easterly on land of Noah Paulk. Southerly on 
land of Samuel Paulk. Westerly on land belonging to the 
heirs of said Noah Paulk Jun, deceased. Northerly on land 
of Capt Moses Chapin. 


The other piece containing on acre being part of lot 
No. 391 in the 13th tier and bounding west on land of Noah 
Paulk. North and south on land of Xerxes Paulk and east on 
land of the heirs of Noah Paulk Jun, deceased aforesaid. 


To have and to hold the premises with all the 
privileges, appurtenances to the same belonging to him the 
said Eleazer Washburn his heirs and assign forever as a good 
estate of Inheritance in fee simple forever. 


In testimony whereof we have hereunto set our hands and 
seals this twenty third day of February in the year of 
our Lord One Thousand Seventeen Hundred and Ninety-eight. 


Signed, sealed and delivered in the presence of Edward 
Pynchon, William Pynchon, Hampshire Co. February 23, 1798. 
Noah Paulk and Xerxes Paulk personally appeared and swear- 
ing acknowledged the within and above instrument to be their 
act and deed. 


Before William Pynchon, Justice of the Peace 
Received May 1, 1798 and recorded from the original, 


William Pynchon. 


(This business was conducted the same year the family left 
for Ohio, 1798.) 


The second document is a deed transacted between Cephas 
Paulk and The above Eleazer Washburn, (his brother-in-law). 
briefly, it reads: 


Deed: Eleazer Washburn from Cephas Paulk. Know all 
men by these presents, that Cephas Paulk of Troy, Anthen Co. 
State of Ohio and consideration for the sum of one-hundred 
and fifty dollars, to me in and said, before the 
hereof , by Eleazer Washburn of the State, county, and town 
aforesaid, yeoman, the receipt where of I do hereby ack- 
nowledge, have given granted, bargained, sold and conveyed, 
and by these presents, do give, grant, bargain, sell and 
convey unto the said Eleazer, his heirs and assigns, 
forever, a certain tract or parcel of land lying in the Town 
and county aforesaid, being part of lot no.36 
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in the fifth township, eleventh range, of the Ohio Company; 


Purchase containing fifty acres for particular 
boundaries references may be had to deed and record executed 
by Joseph Strickland to the said Cephas Paulk, to have & to 
hold, the same with all the privileges and appurtenance, 
thereunto belonging, to him the said Eleazer 
Washburn, his heirs and assigns, forever as ..... 


-..-Signed & sealed by Cephas Paulk 


In presence of Asahel Cooley . Entered and recorded Dec- 
ember 20, 1808, Attested by B. Perkins, Registrar. 


The deed records shown above plus the mention of 
one following were shared with me by Carol Bauer of 
Columbus, Ohio. Eleazer Washburn is her ancestor 
through, his son, Roswell, and through Rachel Paulk, 
Eleazer’s wife, (sister to our Noah). We corresponded 
in the early 1980’s and yet exchange a Christmas card 
occasionally. 


Another Land transaction between the Washburns is: 


Deed Book page 416: September 7, 1840: Noah Paulk Washburn 
and Roswell Washburn, brothers. (Remember their mother was 
Rachel Paulk, sister to our Samuel, the second.) One of 

her sons, Dwight Washburn married her brother’s daughter. 
Cephas, daughter, Nancy Paulk married her cousin, Dwight. 
They would have been first cousins. For the reader who is 
having difficulty keeping generations straight, Cephas would 
have been our 2nd great-grandfather. (The "our" referring to 
the grandchildren of William Seagle Paulk and Rosanne 
Kenney. )

As decendants of Cephas Paulk, we are fortunate that 
handwritten letters of Cephas Paulk written for himself and 
wife, Jane McGuire Paulk to their children in Iowa have been 
preserved by the family of Noah Paulk, junior, first son of 
Cephas by his wife, Nancy McGuire, sister to Jane. "Jim" 
Paulk of Bartlesville, Ok. (at the time) let me view them on

my first visit to see him in 1959. He followed through with 
a promise and sent me typed copies in a few weeks, later he 
sent zeroxed copies of the handwriting, at my request. 


(Cephas’s handwriting is quite legible and is with a clear 
style, not the flowing scroll - more current style.) 


The first one is written to their daughter, Nancy and 
husband Dwight Washburn who are already in Iowa. Cephas, 
too, as indicated is planning to join them, but is having 
aifficulty raising sufficient money needed for the journey. 


He begins: 


Troy (Ohio) 
Oct 8th 1842 


a few lines to Dwight and Nancy Washburn: 


Dear Son and Daughter: 
We take this opportunity to inform you that we are 
well at present and hope these few lines may find you 
enjoying the same blessing. 


You wrote to us that your little daughter has been 
very sick which we were very sorry to hear, but we hope that 
it has pleased God to restore her to you again. We want to 
see you very much and if it pleases God to spare our lives 
till next spring, we will come and see you for I am 
determined to come. 


Jacob Hull and Hannah, (another daughter), can tell 
you more than I can write. I want you to write to us to let 
us know how you are so no more at present, but remain you 
loving Father and Mother till death. 


Cephas and Jane Paulk 


The second letter is to his son, Noah and his wife 
Lucinda (Weethee). Also, in Iowa. 


Troy (Ohio) 
Oct 8th 1842 


Dear Son and Daughter: 


We take this opportunity to inform you that we are in 
middlin good health at present and hope these few lines may 
find you enjoying the same blessing. 


William arrived here the 13th of September. I started 


to Williamsburg the day before he got to my house, so I dia 
not see him until I got home which was on the next Monday. 
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I could not get but five dollars in money. I took the 
rest in cloth and storegoods which was sixty five dollars in 
all. 


I wanted to go to your country with William, but I could 
not get money. It is most impossible to sell my things for 
money here at this time, but I am determined to come on in 
the Spring if I live and can raise money enough to take me 
there. 


Jacob and I and William have made about two hundred 
baskets since you was at our house and sold them, but we 
can’t get any money for them. I have not much to write at 
present. 


William and Jacob can tell you the situation better than 
I can write. John and Jane are well and their family are 
well. Our family are well at present. I wish you to write 
me as soon aS you can. If I can’t make out to come 
(not quite clear, but to the effect that he 
may try to come without their coming next Spring. 


I wish you to write me whether any one can come next 
Spring or not. If they can, I will write to you whether I 
want them to come or not, for I have determined to come if I 
live so no more at present, but remain your loving Father 
and Mother till death. 


To Noah and Lucinda Paulk From 
Cephas and Jane McGuire 


The William spoken of above is assumed to be our Great 
Grandfather, William Cephas, son of Jane, the second wife. 
He was rather young at this time, but I am not certain what 
other William could be referred to at this time. The letter 
was probably written to Van Burean, Iowa where the family 
lived before a later generation moved into Missouri. 


There is another letter postmarked to Van Burean, Iowa 


written by Deborah Weethee to her daughter, Lucinda Paulk, 
wife of Noah in 1859. 


It is not certain exactly when Cephas did make his move 
to Iowa, but he was counted there in the 1850 census record. 


Cephas married Nancy McGuire in Troy, Ohio and had Noah 
born 1811. Not certain if she died at his birth. 


Cephas married Jane McGuire and had: (order not certain 
except that our Wm. Cepah was youngest). 
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Nancy born (?) married Dwight Washburn 
24 Oct. 1833 


Hannah born c 1820 married Jacob Hull 27 Au 1836 
died about 1856 


Jane born 1 Sep 1817 married John Pearson 17 
Sep 1833 died 29 Oct 1875 


William Cephas born 17 Jan 1827 and married 
Elizabeth Pearson 29 Apr 1850. 
( a sister to John Pearson). 
Wm C. died 9 Jul 1904. 


I have had correspondence with two of Hannah Hull de- 
scendants. One a Vicky Daily in one of the western states, 
don’t recall off hand, and from a elderly, John Hull of 
Anaheim, California a few year ago. Mr. Hull furnished a 
few small pictures of some of Hannah’s descendants, and sent 
copies of their marriage records. It seems several of the 
Paulks, Hulls and Pearsons intermarried. 


On visiting Aunt Gertrude Paulk Powell in the early 1950’s, 
she learned of my interest in the family history and allowed 
me to copy from a notebook that had been kept by Grandmother 
Rosanne Kenney Paulk. The contents included one or two 
generations on each side of the family . The following in- 
formation is taken from that information: 


She lists the same children above but adds two more: I 
later learned that these two small children did not belong 
to this family, but were being kept in the household. I 
do not know for certainty to whom they belonged, but I came 
across a letter in Everett’s files which may be a clue. 


The children were: Rachel married an Evans, and 
Gabrilla who married a Boggs. 


Her notes on the Pearson family who married Jane and William 
Cephas Paulk, above: 


Elizabeth Pearson’s mother was Lydia Huntly 
her father was Branson Bell Pearson 


Lydia Huntly’s mother was Susan Pecham and 
her father was Joseph Huntly 


Branson Bell Pearson mother was Elizabeth Warren and 
father was George Pearson 


Note: from other sources: I learned that Branson & Lydia 
were married 19 Apr 1827 in Missouri. He was born 22 Jul 
1807 and died 11 Dec 1894. Lydia Huntly was born 10 Feb 
1809 and died 16 Jan 1869. They are buried in Pollock ceme- 
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tery in Pollock, Mo. 


Elizabeth Pearson parents Branson & Lydia had a number of 
children:

Mary married a Grindstaff 
Martha 
Lyddie 


Half-sisters: Bell married a Pearson 
Adline married a Cook 


Brothers:George, John, Jeramiah or Jaramira, Willian,

Listed, also were Lydia Huntly’s brothers and sisters:

Sisters: Hannah married a Sanders 
Joann married a Cramer 
Susan Huntly (unmarried ?) 


Listed next is the children of Branson Bell Peasons’ Parents 
Boys: John, George, and Henry 


Girls: Pauly (unmarried) 
Elizabeth married a Baker 
Sallie or Sarah married a Huntly 
Nancy married a Ciheart 
Patcy or Patricia (unmarried) 
Jane married a Hatch 
Jullyann married a Curry 


For the parents of Nancy & Jane McGuire who married Cephas 
Paulk, she lists: 


Hannah Hoglan married Thomas McGuire 


Also, something included which has caused some 
puzzlement, is one Tom Paulk which Rosanne 
states was a half brother to William Cephas 
and Nancy, Jane, and Hannah Paulk, children 
of Cephas Paulk. 


There is a possibility that the family also raised a Thomas 
like Rachel and Gabrilla. A Thomas Paulk does not appear on 
any of the Ohio records. Cephas and Jane were passed the 
normal parenthood age by the time they migrated to Iowa. 
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Following is a record of the family of Noah Paulk born 
1811, Cephas Paulk son by his first wife, Nancy Mcguire, ob- 
tained from Jim Paulk late of Bartlesville, Ok. & New 
Mexico: He states the information is taken from the family 
bible: 


Noah Paulk born 6 May (1811) Athens Co. Ohio died 22 Jan 
1886 Cato Crawford Co. Kansas. married Clarrisa Weethee 17 
Apr 1836 (she was born 17 Apr 1817 and died 28 Apr 1839.) 
They had the following three children: 


William Henry Harrison Paulk born 6 Mar 1838 died 13 Apr 
1839 


Nancy M. Paulk born 7 Mar 1839 died 23 Jul 1839 (twin) 
Deborah M. " born 7 Mar 1839 died 23 Jul 1839 (twin) 


Clarissa preceded her twins in death by about three months. 


After Clarissa’s death, Noah, like his father, Cephas mar- 
ried his first wife’s sister. She was Lucinda Weethee. The 
Weethee’s were from Ohio as well and were descended from one 
Daniel Weethee who was a town minister who had a college 
name for him. 


Noah and Lucinda were married 15 Sep 1839 ( she was born 
20 May 1822 in Ohio and died 13 Sept 1898) They 
had the following children: 


Mary Jane 1841, Nancy 1841, (twins) Joseph Dec 1841, 
Lucritia 1843, Selden (1844), Clarrisa 1846, George Saul 
1848, Rebecca 1851, William 1855, Cephas 1857, Lucinda 1853, 
James 1860, Christopher (1860), the second set of twins, 
died the following day, and Lucy Ann 1861 lived two years. 


Tragically, both sets of twins lived only a short time as 
did Joseph, Rebecca, William, and Lucinda. But, unlike her 


sister, Clarrisa, Lucinda Weethee Paulk lived to a goodly 
age of 76 years. 


Noah Paulk’s half-brother, William Cephas (our great 
grandfather had the following family: 


William Cephas born 17 Jun 1817 Ohio died 9 Jul 1904 mar- 
ried 29 Apr 1850 in Iewa to Elizabeth Pearson,

son and Lydia Huntly.) had the following family:

Hendrickson. He died 21 May 1889 
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Lydia Jane born 30 July 1853 in Iowa married Samuel 
Snow She died 22 Nov 1925. 


John Branson born 24 Aug 1855 in Iowa married Ellen Ellis 
He died 22 Dec 1943.

Deed Book IV: 376-7 Jonathan Paulk of Tolland to 
Ebenezer Moulton of Brimfield, Hampshire County, Mass- 
achusetts 74 and 1/2 acres for L1600. Signed 26 March 1751 
by Jonathan Paulk and marked by Rebecca Paulk; witnessed by 
Samuel Rawdin and Nathan Flint 27 Mar 1751 in Stafford; 
recorded 4 April 1751. 


The above transaction were researched by a hired genea- 
ologist for Mrs. Virginia Jantz of Waco, Texas. She re- 
layed a copy to Everett Paulk in Granite City, Illinois 
a number of years ago, and he furnished a copy to the author 
of this account. Her probable list of Jonathan’s sons in 
addition to the first four children born in Tolland, 
Connecticut follow: 


Born in Tolland, Connecticut: 


Ester born 07 Nov 1731 
Micajah born 07 Oct 1733 
Ruth born 18 Mar 1736 


Zechariah born 04 Mar 1738 (died in infancy)

Jacob born about 1740 in Tolland, Connecticut 
(after ecclesiastical problems, all birth, 
she thinks, were not recorded.) died in 
Union County, South Carolina before 1800. 


Wife thought to be Jean Paulk. Shown as 


over 45 years of age on the 1800 census. 
Jacob was a Revolutionary War Veteran. 
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John born about 1742 in Tolland, Connecticut. 
(probably the fifth child of Jonathan and 
Rebecca Paulk.) He was shown as living on 
land adjoining Ebenezer Stearns, in a deed 
dated 1773, Gulliford County, North Carolina 
when Ebenezer Starnes sold his land. 


He may have been the John Polk (Pulk, Paulk) 
who died in York County, South Carolina in 
1803. ( Will Book A P. 119) This John Polk’s 
wife was Eleanor Polk, whose will was 
recorded in Will Book A, page 129. They had 
a son named John and a daughter named 
Eleanor. 


Joseph born about 1744 (probably the 7th child of 
Jonathan and Rebecca Paulk) in Tolland, 
Connecticut. (a man by this name was shown in 
a petition in Orange County, North Carolina, 
while Jonathan Paulk’s family lived there in 
1766.) (Minutes of the Court of Pleas and 
Quarter Sessions , Aug. 1766. Case listed 
page 480. 


Either Jean Paulk or Nancy Paulk (widows) 
shown on 1800 census could have been his 
wife.(Union County, &.C.) 


Note: Since this material was put together, it has been 
determined by other researchers that Jean was actually the 
wife of Jacob Paulk and sons have been listed for them. DM. 


The widow, Nancy Polk, shown in the 1800 
census of Union County, South Carolina with 
four sons may have been the wife of Joseph 
Paulk. 


A Nancy Paulk bought one hundred acres in 
Union County in 1793, and sold it in 1802. 
A Joseph Paulk obtained a land grant in 
Union Co. in 1812 (probably a son of this 
Joseph born 1744 and Nancy Paulk.) 


This Nancy who bought and sold the land could 
have been the widow of Joshua Paulk, a son of 
Jacob born about 1740 son of Johnathan Paulk. 


Uriah born about 1746 in Tolland, Connecticut and 
died between 1786 and 1790, married Rachel 
. Rachel Paulk was shown as a wid- 
ow on the 1790 census for Union County,S.c. 
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She was still living in 1815 when she and 
Aaron and William deeded land to Joshua Paulk 
on 11 Nov 1815 (Deed Book N page 371) A 100 
Acre tract was "relinquished" not sold to 
Joshua Paulk which would indicate that he 
was an heir 


Jonathan’s letter to his brother for the most part por- 
trayed him as a man comfortable and satisfied with his pre- 
sent home and surroundings in North Carolina. A few unfor- 
tunate incidents had occurred, but at this time he seemed 
content both with the country and the progress that the 
religious movement was making in the area. His letter is 
historic not only from age and family connections, but also 
for its Ecclesiastical content. This history has meaning 
for the Baptist Societies. Unfortunately, he mentions 
nothing of his family other than indicating that all are 
well.

I have received your letter and am glad to hear of your 
welfare hoping these lines will find you and all yours in 
good health as, Praise God, we are at present. 


I am glad to hear of the welfare of your children and 
of our friends in New England, but it would much more re- 
joice(ing) to me to see you all which I can but little ex- 
pect, except the Provence of God should bring you into Car- 

ol? na which if it should be so ordered I should not be 
Wooo Tce So Moor any oF my friends as far a: ay 


abisity wouid Menace in acces to a settiement of iand or 
anything I could. 


Land is here to be had very reasonably. I have three 
hundred acres which cost me six pounds ten shillings lying 
very convenient in less than a mile of a good mill and about 
the same space from our meeting house. If any of you would 
come out I would let you have part of it; otherwise, I would 
show you as good land to take up. 
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The Lord by his gracious goodness hath been merciful 
unto us as well in temporal blessings as in Spiritual. We 
have plenty of corn and creatures ever since we have been 
settled and have had a comfortable Peace and never been dis- 
turbed or any ways molested by any temporal enemies. 


Pray remember me to my brother Seth Dunham and his wife 
and children,. (This was his sister Rachel’s family), and 
all our friends in general. Our brother Peter Starnes, (his 
wife’s brother) went to Savana in South Carolina about four 
years ago and was there sadly flustrated by the indians. 

(He) was forced to fly to the fort residence in which 
distress his wife died. 


Brother Daniel Marshal is ordained a minister and 
preaches powerfully and is gone by Divine teaching into the 
South Province more than two hundred miles to the southwest 
from us and Brother Joseph Breed is gone to his assistance 
and we are informed that there is a glorious work began 
among the poor destitute people insomuch that the greatest 
and chief oppositions are much weakened and many both rich 
and poor falls under the convicting power of God. 


Dear Brother you wrote in your letter as tho you 
thought that a long absence had quite blotted you out of our 
rememberance but far from that we bear you dayly in our mind : 
and mnention you in our prayers to God but we are constrain- 
ed in duty to follow the work of God, and have seen the pow- 
erful working of God in a wonderful manner in all places 
where the Gospel hath been held forth and ranters of all 
sorts borth drunkards and sweares and liars and wonton 
wretches that was - regarless both of God and Man have been 
constrained to cry out with the trembling jailor, "what 
shall we do to be saved." 


Also many extravagent prodigals have been called to the 
ministry - several of whom have attained to ordination and 
are sent forth into foreign places. Some to Virginia and 
some to the sea shore and others to the South. In short the 
Sound is gone out into all of the South Pdrovinces. 


Brother Subel stands as a substantial pillow in our 
meeting house and defends the truth against all opposition 
and hath in great measure stopted the mouth of the Lion and 
weakned the raging force of gainsayers and hath brought them 
humbly to flock to our meetings as doves to the window. 


I could add much more but time and paper would fail 
therefore I conclude with my love to you and all our friends 
in New England. Dear Brother be steadfast in the faith . 
Maintain the truth. Live near to God and pray. Remember me 
in your prayer to God. I ask no more but beg you would by 
the first and every opportunity send me a letter to inform

me of your welfare and present circumstances meanwhile I 
remain your ever loving brother till death. 


Jonathan Polk 


NB There is in our parts one Joseph Dunham a New England 
man whom we suppose to be a relation of Seth Dunhams, (his 
sister, Rachel’s husband.) I went to the South Province last 
fall. Was twelve months and found it prosperous country. 
Brother Peter Starns had raised at least four hundred 
bushels of corn and his son Ebenezer had near as much as it 
is a very flourishing country were it not for the rage of 
the blood thirsty Ind the blood thirsty Indians. 


JP 
(Jonathan must have meant that he had gone to South Carolina 
in the 12th month of the year since he said "last Fall". 


The names of the ministers that Jonathan mentions: 
Shuabel Stearns, Joseph Breed, and Daniel Marshalls are all 
recorded in Ecclestical history and are credited with being 
responsible for having begun the Southern Baptist churches. 


Jonathan names his county residence of North Carolina 
from where is writing in the upper left portion of his 
first page, but it is faded and blurred. No one who 
has examined the original script (old English) can say for 
certain what he had written. However, a portion of Orange 
County deeds that had been lost (ceased by the British loy- 
alists creating a lacuna for deed books from the years 
1752 through 1781) were found duplicated in a separate book 
and published in 1984 or 85 for Orange county researchers. 
Like many other early landowners records missing from the 
courthouse, Jonathan’s, surfaced, too. Columns in the 
duplicate book show the grantor, the grantee, the amount of 
acreage being transacted, together with date and a 
witness. 


Jonathan’s name appeared twice in the newly found re- 
cords. Once as a grantee and later as a grantor when he 
sold to another party. For 8 Nov 1763 there is a record of 
James Nicholson selling 275 acres Ee Jonathan Paul with 
Formar °. canes: a ar “tes a veer. Late . 13a Now 
17565 Jonatnan Faulk Sélis to isaac Jackson 275 acres with 
Herman Husbands as witness. 


From the above information, we learn that Jonathan had 
purchased his land which he refers to in his letter only 
three months before. Also, that he kept it only about three 
years and three days. This must have been about the time 
that Jonathan and some of his sons moved on to South 
Carolina. He seemed have admired the ’Province’ when he 
visited there in December of 1763. 
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Johnathan moved into South Carolina and stayed for a 
few years. Later he and Rebecca went into Georgia with 
their son, Micajah. Micajah served in the Revolutionary War 
from Georgia. His descendants are manyfold and are 
distributed throughout the South and as far away as 
California. (Mrs. Starr referred to earlier is a des- 
cendant as is many other Paulks that Everett and I have 
corresponded with.) 


From the Fairforest Baptist Church (chapter on Sandy 
Creek) sent me by Annette Starr of Florida, who has been 
mentioned earlier, we read from page 10: 


»..-Back in Tolland, Shubal Stearns received word of 
Marshall’s success in Virginia. He had already felt the 
urge to become a missionary; perhaps the southern colonies 
were where he should go. He persuaded five couples, (some 
accounts eight), all of them related to him by blood or mar- 
riage, to join him and his wife on the journey to Virginia. 
They were: Peter and Ebenezer Stearns (brothers of Shubal) 
and their wives Hannah (Peter’s wife and Anna Field 
(Ebenezer’s wife); Shubal Stearns, Jr. (Son) and wife Sarah 
Johnson; Enis (sic) Stimson (first cousin of Shubal Stearns) 
and wife, Elizabeth (sister of Shubal); Jonathon Polk and 
wife, Rebecca (sister of Shubal). 


Peter Stearns later went to Little River of Broad in 
South Carolina; Ebenezer Stearns and Enos (sic) Stimpson 
moved to Laurens County where they joined Raeburn Creek 
Church, according to Troy Jones, Laurens County Baptist 
historian.) 


The party left Connecticut in August, 1754, bringing 
their possessions in carts. They traveled down the valleys 
of the mountain chain through Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
Virginia, reaching Virginia before cold weather. (One 
account says they arrived in November of 1754.) 


Racing the coming winter, the Stearns party, joined by 
the Marshalls and Breeds, chose a site on Cacapon Creek in 
Hampshire County, about thirty miles west of present Win- 
chester, Virginia. They hastily built homes, then Stearns 
began to preach in the neighborhood. He was disappointed by 
the response he received. 


This area was thinly populated and attendance was poor. 
The informal, noisy style of the Separates offended some of 
the worshippers who were accustomed to more dignity and 
orderliness. The separates encouraged everyone to witness, 
including the women and notably, Martha Marshall (sister of 
Shubal and wife of Daniel Marshall). This was especially 
unacceptable (to the community). 
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Martha Stearns Marshall was described as " a lady of 
good sense, singular piety and surprising elocution, (who) 
in countless instances melted a whole concourse into tears 
by her prayers and exhortations." Even so, women speakers 
were too much of a novelty (in the backwoods of Virginia). 


During the winter on Cacapon Creek, Stearns reached a 
decision that this was the wrong place. It was unsafe, for 
the Indians had become hostile. He began to look around 
On 13 June, 1755, he received a letter from some New Eng- 
land friends who had gone to North Carolina, telling of the 
need for preaching in that colony. 


The letter has been lost, but it must have stirred 
Stearns deeply. He wrote to his friends in Connecticut that 
he had received a report from North Carolina "that the work 
of God was great in preaching to an ignorant people, who had 
little or no preaching for a hundred miles, and no estab- 
lished meeting. But now the people were so eager to hear, 
that they would come forty miles each way, when they could 
have opportunity to hear a sermon." 


Stearns determined to move to North Carolina where his 
message seemed to be needed. He and his party pulled up ‘ 
stakes in Virginia and journeyed down the Shenandoah Valley. 
Probably in Rockbridge or Roanoke County, they crossed the 
Blue Ridge Mountains through a gap into Pittsylvania County. 

At Sandy Creed, in the forks of Cape Fear River, in Guilford 
County (now Randolph), the journey ended. Stearns and his 
company had traveled two hundred miles. 


..For Stearns it was the land of opportunity. For 
whatever reason, the choice of Sandy Creek was excellent. 
Three pioneer trails converged there: the Settlers Road, 
from Pennsylvania to South Carolina; the Boone Trail (named 
later) from Wilmington to the Yadkin settlements; the 
Trading Path, from southeastern Virginia to the Waxhaw 
Country on the North-South Carolina line. Over these roads 
within the next few years poured thousands of religiously 
destitute people. 


“he Stearns rarty waste? no Snes They eee cs tev 
pullt comes, 4.2.0 2 Nove. ; ovgénizgeu . lady Crecsn 
Church. The sixteen charter embers included the ‘group 
Stearns had brought from Connecticut, plus the Marshalls and 
Breeds. They chose Stearns as pastor, Marshall and Breed, 
licensed assistants. Services began at once and the 
neighborhood heard a new kind of preaching. It was a simple 
message in plain language, full of warmth and personal 
concern. In the style of Whitefield, it offered the 
Christian gospel as true source of strength and hope, not a 
dull system of rules. 
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.-"Pungent words and homely illustrations made vividly 


clear some of the profoundest religious ideas... Strong 
gestures and a fervent plea told the people that the 
preacher was intensely involved in his message." The 


congregation sang the gospel in familiar folk tunes that 
rattled the rafters and they expressed their feelings with 
shouts and tears. Visitors for the first time observed with 
amazement, then joined in the tumultuous worship. Everyone 
was encouraged to take part; men, women, new converts, all 
testified and prayed in the meetings. As the penitents who 
found salvation increased, so did the reputation of the 
little meeting-house. From farther and farther away, the 
settlers came to hear the Separate Baptist interpretation of 
the gospel. Within six months Sandy Creek became the center 
of a burning and spreading revival.

A copy of this record was sent to me by Grover Barns of

spellings of the name: Palk, and Paulk. We have not found 
a connection of our families. His earliest ancestor was 
one Jehu Palk, also pronounced, Hugh.. 


(The second portion appeared to be a widow’s application. 
Whereas, the first record was filed in 1904, probably by 
William Cephas himself in order to apply for a pension.) The 
blank spaces are hard to identify. My copy was hand printed 
in very small spaces.) 


The Harrison & Susannah Hull who witnessed William and 
Elizabeth Pearson marriage were relatives. Susannah was 
Elizabeth’s sister, and Harrison Hull was Jacob Hull’s 
brother. Jacob was married to Hannah Paulk, William 
Cephas’ sister. 


Another writer concerned with finding a Mayflower 
descendant was a daughter of Clarissa Paulk, daughter of 
Noah Paulk, 1811, son of our Cephas.

It seems that Clarrisa Paulk, mother of the letter’s 
author, had related the Mayflower connection, as well.

Dec 1936 


Cephas Sr. was born near about the year 1788 who raised 
two families. His firs wife a Miss McGuire raised on son. 
When Noah was a small boy his mother died. Cephas then mar- 
mied his first wife’s sister (Jane). 


Two them one son and three daughters were born. The son 
named William Cephas Jr. after his father. (No record has 
been found where the father was recorded other than simply 
Cepas. Possibly Rosanne assumed he had both names (?). 


The girls’ names Nancy, Jane & Hannah; Nancy Washburn, 
Jane married a Pearson, and Hannah married a Pearson. (This 
is an error. The Ohio marriage show that Hannah Married 
Jacob Hull. cCephas, her father writes a letter to Hannah 
and her husband. He beigns Dear Son and Daughter. See the 
letters of Cephas elsewhere in the manuscript.) 


William Cephas married "Betsie" Elizabeth Pearson to 
them were born 11 children: five sons and six daughters. 


Edward the oldest son married Marier Henderson. To 
them were born Edward Jr., Elizabeth Emma. The father 
Edward died in state of Washington , 1889. 


John Branson married Ellen Ellis living at this time at 
Cresent, Oklahoma, was 80 years old in 1936. To them four 
children were born: two boys and two girls. Sons, Charlie &

Thelma Burns of California is a descendant of Edward 
Carlyle Paulk, grandpa’s brother. I had some correspondence 
with her a few years ago in which she supplied the data of 
their side of the family; however their will not be 
sufficient time to give an account of it. 


One last note, al One last note, although I hesitat 
information without giving credit to the proper name. 
I do not have this file party’s file with me while I am 
typing on the computer at Michael and Midene in Olathe, 
Kansas. But since this is the last day to compile material 
before going to the printer, I do want to recognize the 
Paulk for his deed: This Mr. Paulk was one of Everett’s 
contacts, or that is his son was. The father is deceased. 


The son wrote that in the early 1920’s when the first 
automobiles were becoming plentiful, three traffic police- 
men had been killed by untrained drivers or runaway cars in 
the city of Springfield, Massachusetts. At that time the 
traffic officer stood in the center of the street to direct 
the drivers’ turns. 


In distress, the city government appealed to Mr. Paulk 
who had an electrical business to try to devise a system 
to provide safety for their traffic officers. With some 
experimenting. Mr. Paulk put together three 
electric light one above the other, Red, Yellow & Green. 


His plans included the construction of an elevated 
wooden closet to house the officer-on-duty. The lights were 
mounted near the top of the structure and worked by a con- 
control box by the officer. This Mr. Paulk received rec- 
ognition for his lifesaving invention. It was thought to 
to be the first of its kind, certainly the first in Spring- 
field. 


This Mr. Paulk was a descendant of John 
Paulk, the brother of our second Samuel Paulk. If I ren- 
ember correctly, he was perhaps through a son or grandson 
of John’s named, Napoleon.

OLD NATCHEZ DISTRICT CONFIRMED BY TREATY OF 1801 
[Refer to Indian Cession Map of Mississippi on preceding page. ] 


ADAMS COUNTY is historical in every particular and it occupies a large 
space in the general history of the state and in that of the city of Natchez. 

Stephen MINER was the first settler and owner of a large part of the 
present site of the city of Natchez. Other early settlers were Isaac GIRAULT, 
Christopher MILLER, John NUGENT, and Jacob EILER. In the county, Sir William 
DUNBAR, Anthony HUTCHINS, Philander SMITH, and Peter SURGET settled on Second 
Creek; Benjamin GREENFIELD, John W. BRYANT, James TOOLEY, Dr. BRANCH, and Dr. 
RAWLINGS at Washington; William BISTAND, John GRAFTON, Samuel IVEY, Capt. 
Samuel CLEMENT, Capt. John B. NEVETT, and William K. BROOKS at Pine Ridge; Dr. 
Isaac SELSER, Angus MACCALLUM, Philetus and Arthur ANDREWS, and Jonathan 
GUICE and three brothers at Selsertown. 

The first newspaper in Adams County, and also in Mississippi, the 
‘Natchez Gazette', was issued in 1798 by Col Andrew MARSCHALK. This paper, 
under different forms and names, such as the ‘Mississippi Herald', and 
'Natchez Gazette', the 'Washington Republic’ and 'Mississippi State Gazette', 
was published in Mississippi for nearly forty years. 

On April 2, 1799 Adams County was established out of the old Natchez 
district and organized with Daniel CLARK, Sr., as presiding justice of the 
county of common pleas court. 

The postoffices [in 1891] of Adams County are: Arnot, Hutchins, 
Jeanette, Kienstra, Kingston, Loch Leven, Natchez, Stanton, and Washington. 


Jefferson County is one of the two first divisions of the state, 
established as a county under the name of Pickering. In 1799 Mississippi 
territory was organized into two counties, Adams and Pickering, both ex- 
tending eastward to the Chattahoochie River. The territorial legislature on 
the llth of January, 1802, changed the name of Pickering County to Jefferson, 
and on the 27th of January, 1802, formed out of it another county called 
Claiborne. 

There were five settlements in the county, divided by recognized racial 
lines, in its early days. (1) The northeast (Red Lick) was settled largely 
by the ROSS, CHAMBLISS, CESNEY, PRINCE, SHELBY, and JEFFREY families. (2) The 
southeast, known as the Scotch Settlement where Gallic was the common language 
was settled by the MCCUTCHENS, CAMMERONS, MCINTYRES, MONTGOMERYS, MCPHERSONS, 
CURRYS, TORRYS, etc. (3) In the southwest, the Marland settlement, with 
Church Hill as a common center, we find WOOD, BAKER, GREEN, SKINNER, YOUNG, 
SHIELDS, and others. (4) The northwest or Rodney district, was the home of 
MCGILL, HUBBARD, HOPKINS, MACKEY, TURNBULL, RABB, BRADSHAW, SISSION, POTTER, 
Johnson and Caleb POTTER, the last three of whom were Revolutionary soldiers. 
They were in the battle of Monmouth. (5) The Cane Ridge settlement was the 
central district, and was bounded on the north by Claiborne County. Here 
settled Willis MCDONALD, a soldier of the Revolutionary, who served under 
MARION; LEDBETTER, WATKINS, DIVINE, WATSON, DAVIS, BRENT, HECKLER, GOODRUN, 
BULLEN, FARLEY, HYNUM, SHAW, BOLLS, GIBSON, HARRISON, and many others. 

Greenville, six miles west of Fayette, nowextinct, was laid off and est- 
ablished as the county seat in 1805. It was named in honor of Gen. Nathaniel 
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OLD NATCHEZ DISTRICT Continued: 


GREENE, of Revolutionary times. A courthouse, jail, pillory and gallows were 
erected, and continued in active use until 1825, when the county seat of 
justice was changed to Fayette. 

A monument to Adam RUM was authorized by an act of the legislature, 
approved July 25, 1843. Adam RUM, a Revolutionary soldier, was a citizen of 
this county and at his death left no known living relatives. His property 
reverted to the state and in his honor a marble shaft was erected and it bears 
this inscription: "Adam RUM was born at Frankinland, Germany, September ll, 
1756, and died in this county, December 1, 1822." It was erected in 1846. 

Aaron BURR was arrested in this county in 1807 by a detachment of 
cavalry sent out by Gov. MEAD, at the mouth of Coles creek. It took place in 
the house of Thomas CALVIT. BURR was sent to Washington, at that time the 
capital of the state, escaped at night, but was again captured at Mobile. 

The graves of the family of BLENNERHASSET are near Port Gibson, on the 
farm of Mr. John BUTER. 

The name Pickering was changed to Jefferson in Dec. 1801, and prior to 
April, 1802, Gov. CLAIBORNE appointed Cato WEST, Thomas CALVIT, Jacob 
STAMPLEY, and Henry GREEN, Justices; John GIRAULT, clerk of county court; 
Daniel JAMES, clerk of district court, and Felix HUGHES, master in chancery. 

The newspapers of the county, since 1830, are the Rodney "Gazette" 
issued 1830; the Fayette"Watch Tower", founded in 1839; the Fayette"Times", 
est. in 1858; the Jefferson "Journal", in 1862; and the Fayette "Chronicle", 
in 1865. The post offices of Jefferson county (in 1891) are Cannonsburg, 
Church HI11, Fayette, Gum Ridge, Harriston, Jessamine, Lee, McBride, McNair, 
Perth, REd Lick, Rodney, Stampley, Stonington, and Union Church. 


CLAIBORNE COUNTY was established January 27, 1802 with the territory 
being formerly a part of Jefferson or Pickering County. The name was given in 
honor of the governor of the territory. 

In 1729 there were one or two plantations on Bayou Pierre (acutally huts 
in the wilderness), inhabited by the Catholic missionaries, or by adventurous 
hunters. 

About the year 1771 Gov. Piplip BARBOUR, of Virginia, obtained a grant 
of five thousand acres near Grand gulf. In 1775 Capt. Thaddeus LYMAN, of 
Connecticut was granted twenty thousand acres where Port Gibson now stand. The 
only other British grants in Claiborne County were the following: Joseph 
SIMMONS, 550 acres, 1777; Thomas JAMES, 500 acres in 1777; Wm. VOUSDEN, 200 
acres in 1777; John HORTLER, 200 acres in 1779; Wm. VOUSDEN, 500 acres in 
1779. 

Following is a list of the first English-speaking settlers in Caliborne 
county and the grants their land was given from: P. B. BRUIN, Spanish, French 
and Georgia; Abs. GREEN, Spanish; Robert COCHRAN, Spanish; Waterman CRONE, 
Spanish; Samuel COBUN, Spanish; Samuel GIBSON, Spanish; Tobias BROSHEARS, 
Spanish; Daniel BURNET, Spanish; S. HOLLIDAY, Georgia; Robert MOORE, Spanish; 
John MCCALEB, French; Elias BARNES, Georgia; Anthony GLOSS, Georgia; William 
NEELY, Spanish; Joseph WHITE, Georgia; James MCCALEB, French; James NAILOR, 
French; John ANDERTON, Georgia; Thomas WHITE, Georgia. 

The first marriages recorded after occupation are copied from the book 
of marriage certificates: William JENKINS and Polly MURPHEE, May 10, 1817; 
also James McKEE and Mary MCKEE, August 15, 1816. 

The newspaper history of Claiborne begins in Oct. 1818, when the 
"Correspondent was started by a Mr. W. A. A. CHISHOLM. The Port Gibson "Herald" 
was published September 1, 1842 by William F. EISELY. 
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Wilkinson County was formed from the southern portion of Adams by the 
act of the general assembly in Jan. 30, 1802. It was named in honor of Gen. 
James WILKINSON. 

On Feb. 24, 1809 Wilkinson County was divided, forming Amite County on 
the east, but the present boundary line between them was not established until 
June 29, 1822. 

The first meeting of the county court was held at Fort Adams, but later 
the place of meeting was moved to Pickneyville. Some years after, the seat of 
justice was located at Woodville, the present place. 

The first English-speaking settlers were Richard and Samuel SWAYZE, who 
entered land in 1772 and brought their families in 1773, from New Jersey; 
Landon DAVIS settled about 1788; Hugh DAVIS; Joseph DUNHAM, Reuben DUNHAM, 
John WALL, Samuel STOCKETT, Gerard BRANDON, settled about 1790; John FOSTER, 
William WEST, William NOLAND, Adam LONEHART, William HENDERSON, Daniel CLARK, 
Isaac JOHNSON, Capt. Peter SMITH, all between 1788 and 1794; col. Reuben 
HEMPER, with his two brothers, Samuel and Nathan in 1804; Jacob JONES, William 
OGDEN, John OGDEN, Thomas FOSTER, Ruffin DELOACH, and John DELOACH. Others 
entering lands before 1800 were: Capt. Moses HOOKE, a native of Maine, Col 
Henry HUNTER, Maj. Richard BUTLER, Capt. Robert SEMPLE, Dr. John F. 
CARMICHAEL, a surgeon, Nathaniel EVANS, quartermaster, Col. J. F. HAMTRAMCK, 
Capt. GUION, the officers being with Wilkinson's army. 

The first English-speaking printer in the old Natchez district was James 
FERRALL, who was appointed printer to the territorial legislature in Jan, 
1802. 21 years later the first. newspaper in Wilkinson county was founded. 

The post offices of the county are: Ashwood, Centreville, Darrington, 
Doloroso, Fort Adams, Pinchneyville, Primmton, Tarbert, Whitaker, Wilkinson, 
and Woodville. 


AMITE COUNTY was organized February 24, 1809 and on April 13, the police 
jury met at the house of W. R. RICHARDS and organized, with Micajah DAVIS, 
president. The first clerk and recorder was Thomas BATCHELOR, who opened the 
record books in 1810. In 1817 the following named were elected delegates to 
the convention for forming and adopting a constitution: Thomas BATCHELOR, 
Henry HANNA, John BURTON, Thomas TORRENCE, Angus WILKINSON, and Dr. William 
LATTIMORE. : 

Among the early English-speaking settlers were Elijah, David, and James 
LEE, Richard MONTGOMERY, Cicahah and Charles DAVIS, Robert MCKNIGHT, John 
BATE, Matthew TOOLE, Lucwidk HALL, the editor of the Republican in 1812, 
William GARDNER, Zachariah LEA, Richard HURST, John Lowry, Francis GRAVES: the 
SMILEYS, William JACKSON, and S. WEATHERSBY. [If you are looking for 
marriages--try St. Helena Parish, LA as many, many of these surnames are found 
in the marriages recards--aw] 

The town of Liberty was selected as the seat of Justice in 1809 and has 
held it down to the present time. This town was incorporated in 1828, damaged 
in 1863 by the Federal troops, but rebuilt. 

Post offices are: Gloster, Liberty, Centerville, Ariel, Bates Mill, 
Dayton, Dickey, Echo, Gillsburg, Leaton, Merwin, Nunnery, Olio, O'Neals, 
Smithdale, Spurlock, Thompson, and Zion Hill. 


FRANKLIN COUNTY named after Benjamin FRANKLIN was formed Dec. 21,1809. 
The first seat of justice for the county was Franklin, but Meadville was made 
the seat of justice about seventy years ago. [1821]. 

The first newspaper published in the county was called the Franklin 
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"Journal, and was est. July 30, 1866, by a Mr. CRAWFORD, a deaf mute. 

There were two Masonic lodges in the county: Benjamin FRANKLIN 
lodge no. ll, at Meadville, and Solomon B. STAMPLEY lodge, which was chartered 
in 1857, with Jocab STAMPLEY as it first worshipful master. 

Very little is known about the early church organizations, 
although the first may have been that of a Methodist society who est. what is 
now known as Bethesda Church at Wright's campground. The Missionary Baptists 
est. a society at Morgan's fork about 1807 and now [1891] have additional 
organizations at Union, Philadelphia, Spring Hill, Bethlehem, Roxie, Hamburg, 
New Hope, Hope Hill and Mount Zion. The Baptists were followed by the Camp- 
bellite or Christian order with a congregation at Knoxville. The Methodists 
have meetings at Beech Grove, Hamburg, Singurey, Roxie, Oak Grove, Meadville, 
and Greenwood. 


WARREN COUNTY was est. Dec. 22, 1809, with the seat of jsutice at Warren- 
ton where William L. SHARKEY resided since 1803. The official work of Warren 
was carried on there until 1836, when the offices and records were removed to 
Vicksburg, where SHARKEY had moved 11 years before. The name was given in 
honor of Joseph WARREN, a soldier of the Revolution, who was killed by the 
British at Bunker Hill in 1775. 

When Fort Nogales, erected in 1781-3, was handed over to the American 
troops, Mar. 23, 1798, and the named changed to Fort McHenry, only sixteen 
white men resided in its neighborhood, Honore P. MORANCY, a San Domingoan, 
being the leading settler. 

In 1820 the first public road was opened from Vicksburg to Clinton, and 
in 1824 extended to Jackson, and within the decade ending in 1830 the 
population almost trebled. 

During the last years of the eighteenth and the first years of the 
ninetheenth centuries the settlement of Morancy saw gathering around it a 
number of other settlements. The HYLANDS, GRIFFINS, SHARKEYS, STEELS, DOWNS, 
RAPALJES, and SELLERS settled on the front below Vicksburg. The Scotch 
settlement fronting on the Yazoo swamp, above Vicksburg, embraced the 
FERGUSONS, CAMERONS, THROCKMORTONS, TURNBULLS, and HEADS, with the JONES, 
JENKINS, DAVIS, and HEADS of Welsh descent, and the GERVAIS, of French 
descent. In 1805, Burwell VICK, Foster COOK, and Newitt VICK settled near 
Vicksburg in the "Open Woods." The Honore P. MORANCY, Dr. Emilius MORANCY, 
and the GLASS family, plus a few others, were in the county before them. 

The postoffices of Warren county are: [in 1891] Bovina, Brierfield, 
Brynswick, Butler, Daimond, Flower Hill, Glass, Haisseyville, Haynes Bluff, 
Katzenmeir, Nanachewhaw, Newbell, New Town, Oak Ridge, Palmyra, Redwood, 
Russellville, Warrenton, and Yokena.

Avant W. A. B. Carpenter was born ca. 1812 in North 


Carolina. He lived in Chatham County in 1840 and in Cumberland 
County in 1850. About 1852 he and his young family migrated to 
Pontotoc County, Mississippi. There he settled with his wife 


Martha (may have been his second marriage) and his five children, 
all born in North Carolina. 


(1) Bennett A. Carpenter (born ca. 1837); married 
Jemima McGregor on October 30, 1860. Jemima was a 
daughter of Willis Nard and Nettie Ellen 
(Harrison) McGregor. Bennett and Jemima had 
children: William (@1861); Sarah (@1865); Silas 
(@1868); and others. They apparently migrated 
westward in the 1870's. 

(2) James W. Carpenter (born October 22, 1839); 


married (1) Hester Sinclair on April 27, 1865. 
Their only known child was Martha (born October 


24, 1867), who married W. F. McGregor on November 
4, 1884, James married (2) Martha Anderson, and 
(3) Mintie Hardin. His children were: Emily 
Grange (born December 18, 1872), who married 


William Henry McGregor (son of Joseph Jason and 
Mary Elizabeth (Tutor) McGregor) on January 8, 
1890; Anne (Bitha) (born October 29, 1874)3; John 
B. (born June 1879); Zora (born July 1881); 
Virginia (born November 1883), W. Elbert (born 
March 1886); and Elizabeth (Bessie) (born May 4, 


1890). James W. and his family settled in 
Pontotoc County. 
(3) William Dickson Carpenter (born ca. 1841); married

(memoirs of mississippi: Goodspeed publishing co. 1891) 


J. E. HAND, a son of E. E. HAND and E. W. HAND, (nee 
Eliza W. GIBBS), was born in Jasper Co., Miss., November 2, 
1859. His father was native of North Carolina, born in 1823. 
His mother was born in South Carolina, and is now (1891) sixty- 
one years of age and a resident of Waynesboro, Miss. Mr. 
HAND is of Scotch-Irish descent. Since his father's death, 
which occurred in 1875, he has had charge of the family affairs. 
Until he was fifteen years of age he attended the schools of 
Waynesboro, and then entered into contract with a mercantile 
firm of that town, where he was employed for fourteen years. 
In 1888 he came to Pachuta, Clarke Co., Miss., where he embarked — 
in merchandinsing on his own account, associated with Mr. 
J. S. TURNER, Of Vosburg. His firm (J. E. HAND & Co.) also 
own and operate a turpentine distillery, producing annually 
about twenty-five thousand gallons of spirits of turpentine 
and three thousand barrels of resin, valued at about $12,000. 
The purchasers of these articles are from all parts of the 
United States. The company has its own cooperage establishment. 
Pachuta -is eleven miles west of Quitman, the county seat of 
Clarke County, and is surrounded by immense pine forests, affording 
good facilities for a perpetual output along this line. Mr. 
Hand does some farming. His mercantile interest amounts to 
perhapes $15,000 annually. (1891) He is regarded as one of 
the foremost business men of the county, and has ever done 
his part toward the promotion of all worthy public interest. |

N. L. CARPENTER of Natchez, Mississippi was a Virginian 
by birth, born in 1805. He was the second child born to Joseph 
and Sarah (Buell) CARPENTER, both of whom were born in the Nutmeg 
state, and lived for a time in Virginia, after which in 1809, 
they moved to a point near buffalo, N. Y. where the father bought 
a large amount of property in.what is now that city. (1891) 
There he resided until his death in 1834, his widow passing from 
life in 1845. 

In the town of Lancaster, N. L. CARPENTER was reared 
and educated, and about 1828 or 1830 was engaged in the stage and 
hotel business. ‘In 1833 he came to Natchez and began building 
and carpentering. In 1850 he erected a planingmill to get out 
lumber for his own use and to sell. In 1871 he started in the 
cottonseed oil business. About 1876, in connection with his son, 
he was one of the promoters of the Natchez cotton factory. 

He was married at Buffalo in 1837 to Miss Julia Ann 
Luce, who died in 1865, having borne four children: Helen E., 
Allen D., Joseph N. and Frances (deceased. ) 

Mr. Carpenter has been an extensive traveler and has 
visited nearly all the countries of Europe and all the principal 
cities. 


He is the owner of a plantation near Natchez known as 
Dunleith, and on it is one of the finest homes in the state. 

His sons were soldiers in the Confederate army. 

(In 1891, Mr. N. L. CARPENTER was 85 years of age.)

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BOOK REVIEWS

COLONIAL SOLDIERS OF THE SOUTH, 1732-1774, by Murtie June Clark (Baltimore: Gene- 
alogical Publishing Co., Inc., 1983). $50.00, plus $1.00 postage & handling (MD 
residents add 5% sales tax) from Genealogical Publishing Co., Inc., 111 Water St., 
Baltimore, MD 21202. Hardbound, 54x84, full-name index, 1,284 pp. 


Ms. Clark has made a major contribution to research efforts in the mid-Eighteenth 
century with this latest volume. The comprehensive introduction sketches the major 
events and conditions of organizing defensive forces in this ccuntry, including 
the source and origin of the original units. She presents a precise abstract of 
the records located; each source of information is cited. The chapters contain: 
Maryland Militia (124 pp.), Gooch's American Regiment (134 pp.), Robinson's Vir- 
ginia Militia, 1746 (18 pp.), Virginia Militia (352 pp.), North Carolina Militia 
(252 pp.), South Carolina Militia (66 pp.), Georgia Militia (62 pp.), First Troop 
of Georgia Rangers (32 pp.), Second Troop of Georgia Rangers (30 pp.) and Miscel- 
laneous Rosters (4 pp.); a concise, three-column full-name index (171 pp.) com- 
pletes the work. Some of the sources used were polls, correspondence, military 
returns, pay rolls, expense accounts, orders, commissary accounts, subsistence 
rolls, minutes, mileage tables, recruiting certificates, land records, deeds, 
maps, muster lists, and Colonial Governors papers, among many others. The amount 
of detail she has gleaned from the documents is truly remarkable and frequently 
includes such facts as the date enlisted or discharged and where, amounts of money 
paid, or other errata. Less frequently, further details are given regarding Offi- 
cers and staff of the units. In some instances, the country of origin and/or occu- 
pation of a man is given, along with his place of enlistment. She also points out 
a fact that many are unaware of: the art of warfare during this period was for 
many a profession - often the soldiers were accompanied by their families, espec- 
ially when coming to this country from Europe.This massive volume should be a part 
of any comprehensive genealogical collection dealing with the South. The book ia 
unquestionably an excellent value.

Part I begins, appropriately, with a discussion of Indian Cessions and the Lottery 
System in use in Georgia augmented by a brief review of the formation of the adja- 
cent counties. Chapters follow on Georgia's Cherokee Frontier, Birth of County and 
Township, Goldmining, Early Records and Notes of Interest, Wildcat Murder Trials, 
Church Histories and Membership Rolls, & Pioneer Life. Part II, Visions of Pro- 
mise, contains the history of the pioneers, among whom were: Beverly Allen, James 
Bannister, the Bell families, Col. Hiram Parks Bell, John Bottoms, the Bramblett 
families, William Buice, Arthur Erwin, A. J. Fenn, Curtis Green, Bdward Harrell, 
Claiborne Harris, John F. Harrison, Frederick M. Hawkins, John Hockenhull, James 
Hughes, Samuel Julian, George Kellogg, Richard Lester, Cbediah Light, James Mash- 
burn, Jason McBrayer, Robert Montgomery, Josiah Patterson, Richard Phillips, Wil- 
lis Pirkle, Washington Pruitt, Shadburn families, Bdmond Singleton, the Strickland 
families, David Tallant, and James Wheeler, followed by several pioneer family 
sketches. Part III, Interpretive Appendices, contains, in part, Federal and State 
Census Records (1834-1845), Mortality Census Schedules (1850-1880), Slaveholding 
Census Schedules (1840-1860), Marriages (1833-1853), County Officers & Members of 
the General Assembly, Post Offices & Appointments & much more. The infinite detail 
and clarity of presentation exhibited in this beautiful book is one of the finest 
examples of grassroots genealogical excellence we have observed. It's tone conveys 
Mr. Shadburn's intense, pervasive appreciation of the area and its people; it must 
be possessed to be appreciated. Mr. Shadburn is the County Historian and maintains 
an office in Room 040 of the Courthouse in Cumming.

der the appropriate surname, locality or subject). The entries are grouped under 
the surname of the male progenitor, except where a woman is the principal subject 
of the article, which are indexed under her name using an analogous format. The 
entries list the date of birth, marriage or death, when given, or by the date when 
he flourished, followed by the names of spouse/s, geographic areas where he and/or 
his descendants are known to have lived as revealed in the article, a code for the 
title of the periodical, and volume: number: beginning page listing. Source rec- 
ords are indexed under the appropriate subject or locality heading, with a brief 
description of the records. The title codes are defined at the beginning, and in- 
clude the address and a summary of the volume/numberse included in the review.

This excellent work, published under the auspices of the Canadian Institute, Qno- 
mastic Sciences, is a treasure of information about the origins of place-names in 
the United States. Dr. Coulet de Gard and his daughter, Dominique, spent ten years 
travelling more than 40,000 miles and writing thousands of letters to state gover- 
nors, archivists, historians, scholars, onomasticians, mayors, municipal employ- 
ees, newspapers and historians in its compilation. The result is organized alpha- 
betically by state and presents a wealth of information, both of the origin of the 
words themselves and about the areas where they are used. An example is the entry 
for Castine, Hancock County, Me. 04421: “Early French explorers Jacques Cartier, 
Samuel Champlain, Sieur deMonts, Charles de la Tour, and D'Aulney made temporary 
settlements here or in the area. Later, Baron de Saint-Castin is noted for giving 
Castine its name. At the end of the French and Indian Wars the French were expel- 
led and the British were setting up trading posts. Later they occupied the town 
during the American Revolution. Today Castine has a very important Maine Maritime 
Academy. It is a small, attractive village with a large summer population."

The twenty years of research dedicated to the compilation of this excellent volume 
were well spent by Dr. Coulet du Gard and his daughter, Dominique, and resulted in 
a volume which explains, with the help of a map of the state at the beginning of 
each chapter, the origin of the state and its name, followed by a concise narra- 
tion for each of the counties. It is interesting to note that Alaska is not divi- 
ded into counties, while Connecticut, having counties, has no county seats (below 
the state level, governing units are cities or towns, each with taxing power, sch- 
cols and other government services). Information presented includes: for each 
state, a description of the derivation of the name, the formation as a state, a 
short history of the area, date present constitution adopted, capital, nicknames, 
population (est. as of 1976), land area and number of counties. For each county 
(or parish or independent city), Dr. Coulet du Gard lists: name, est. 1976 popula- 
tion, county seat, Zip code, origin of the name and any pertinent brief history, 
date of creation, and land area in square miles. This comprehensive volume is a 
valuable addition to any library and can be invaluable when doing research.

Ms. Adams brought her long experience, wealth of knowledge and considerable exper- 
ience to bear in this excellent bibliography of current (or recently available) 
Georgia-related printed sources. This volume is be particularly valuable for per- 
sons attempting to conduct research without the benefit of a substantial Georgia 
collection in the local library. Titles for inclusion were gleaned from catalogs 
and other advertisements, from information furnished by vendors, etc., and from 
copies of publications donated for review. She began with an explanation of the 
abbreviations in the text and some notes and helpful guidance for those ordering 
books. The index, arranged alphabetically by publisher, lists each source [they 
are each assigned a number to facilitate indexing], type of binding, number of 
pages, price, shipping/handling charges (if any), and a descriptive note if the 
title left any doubt as to the subject. At the conclusion she included an index, 
by title, to each work described and keyed to the index number, rather than the 
page number. Finally, she increased the usefulness of the book by composing 
another index for the subjects treated, again keyed to the index number rather 
than page number. This excellent volume will be of inestimable value to anyone 
doing Georgia research and should definitely be included in any major collection. 
It is hoped that the volume will be updated and re-released in the future.

Elizabeth Mills assiduously points out that ". . . original research on colonial 
Louisiana requires a working knowledge of at least two foreign languages, 
understanding a unique legal system, and a familiarity with the customs and 
practices of an established religion that, more often than not, is different form 
that of the researcher." That observation, when combined with the diverse 
location of the records necessary for research in this area [including Seville, 
Spain and Washington, D. C.], only serves to increase the value of her work. 
Records presented include (all titles have "of Natchitoches" or a variation 
thereof, which has been omitted here for brevity): censuses for 1722, 1726, 1766 
(French), 1766 (Spanish), 1766 (Indian), 1769 (Nugent & Kelly and Statistics), 
1795, 1795 (Slaveowners), 1796, 1798, 1799, 1800, 1801, & 1802, delinquent tax 
rolls for 1790, 1793, 1794, 1795, militia rolls for 1772, 1787, 1791, 1793, the 
1794 public works roster, tax rolls for 1774, 1790 (Church), 1793, and 1795, and 
others. Many of the names are unusual, of course, but she has thoughtfully 
provided an appendix for conversion of French and Spanish names to English and 
another giving the meaning of a number of nicknames. As we have come to expect, 
this is another flawless example of Ms. Mills' careful dedication to accurate 
reporting. She is to be commended ! 


MILITARY CERTIFICATES OF GEORGIA 1776-1800, compiled by Marion R. Hemperley

Mr. Hemper ley , the Deputy Surveyor General for the State of Georgia, has carefully 
sifted through some 200,000 papers relating to the Revolutionary and Oconee War 
pericds to compile this list. During those periods so long ago, the process was 
that soldiers were given "vouchers" documenting their service and then made appli- 
cation to the state land court for bounty land. Favorable consideration of the 
application resulted in a certificate, signed and issued by the Governor, and the 
land was then entered and settled (or in some cases the certificates were sold or 
otherwise disposed of). In many cases, both the voucher and certificate survived 
and were reviewed. Often, there was more than one document for the same named per- 
son and a choice had to made; if there was some question whether or not the two 
were the same man, the name was listed twice. Of course, the ever-present pho- 
netic spelling and illiteracy of some of the clerks compounded the problem of re- 
cording names accurately, and some of the men served more than one short enlist- 
ment. The result, however, remains a tribute to Mr. Hemperley's talents and dedi- 
cation. An appendix, "The Georgia Continental Establishment" was compiled by Mr. 
Gordon Smith of Savannah, president of the Georgia Sons of the Revolution and 
viewed as the leading authority on military history in the state. The section 
provides an excellent view of the situation then and adds valuable perspective.

In 1869 he obeyed the 
Gospel, under preaching of E. M. Northum, soon after began preaching...came to 
Texas in 1876, taught school two years...In 1879-80 he was county evangelist of 
Red River County. His happy marriage to Miss Margaret Hall McClurin resulted in 
birth of eleven children. She still lives and blesses...Brummett is 65...."
